PARNELL MAKES A REQUEST 


' OF HIS FOLLOWERS. 
ONLY NECESSARY AMENDMENTS TO THE 

CRIMES BILL TO BE PRESSED—MR. 

GLADSTONE’S TRIUMPHAL JOURNEY. 


LONDON, June 7.—In the House of Com- 
mons to-day the Hon. W. H. Smith said he hoped ' 
the papers in relation to the new Egyptian con- 
vention would be issued by the Government ina 
few days. Mr. Smith also stated that the nego- 
tiations with France concerning the New- 
Hebrides question were still in progress. The 
flelay, he said, was not the fault of England. 

The Right Hon. Arthur Balfour, Chief Secre- 
tary for Ireland, in reply to a question by Mr. 
Dillon regarding the employment of gunboats to 
assist in the evictions on Clare Island, declared 
that the Government would not hesitate to em- 
ploy any of the forces at its disposal to execute 
the decrees of the law courts. 

The Right Hon. W. H. Smith, in reply to a 
question by Mr. Robertson, stated that the Gov- 
ernment was unable to inform the House what 
measures besides its Crimes act if would pro- 
reed with. The progress made with that bill was 
not sufficient to enable him to anticipate when 
the measure would pass the House. Possibly it 
might be his duty, but he hoped it would not, to 
take measures to expedite public business. He 
refused to disclose the nature of the measure. 

Mr. O’Doherty having moved an amendment 
to the Crimes bill Mr. Parnell interposed, saying 
that owing to the advanced stage of the session 
and the large number of important matters 
that had not yet been debated, he would suggest 
that his friends move only such amendments as 
they regarded as indispensable. It was obvious, 


he added, that the time would not permit a dis- 
cussion of the smaller points. Mr. O'Doherty 
thereupon withdrew his amendment. 

The next five amendments on the paper, in the 










































amendment to exclude cases of treason-felony 
from trial by special juries was defeated by a 
vote of 107 to 180. 

Several more amendments were rejected, the 
the last with the aid of cloture, the vote 
being 229 to 98. Mr. Smith then moved that 
elsuse 3 atand part of the bill. The Chairman 
said that there were still several amendments 
to be discussed beforé he could put Mr: Smith’s 
motion. Three further amendments were dis- 
cussed and rejected, and Mr. Smith’s motion was 
then carried—211 to 83. 

The Times this morning publishes another in- 
stalment of its * Parnellism and Crime” arti- 
cles. Opecsite its leader page it prints a fac 
simile of the tenth Pa eof the Jrish World, of 
New-York, of Feb. 16, 1884, and also the great- 
erportion of Patrick Ford’s address published 
in the same issue. The publications are accom- 
panied by an explanatory article describing the 
various funds mentioned and the fateof the 
men connected therewith. In an editorial on 
the subject the Times says: “ The 
whole conspiracy, whether carried on by 
mealy-mouthed gentlemen who sit at Lon- 
don dinner tables or by fiends who 
organize arson ard murder, is one and indivisi- 
ble. Itis paid out of the same purse, worked by 
the same men, directed to the same ends and in- 
#pired by one universal hatred of England and 
adetermination to bring about, if possible, a 
roy ga separation between England and Ire- 
jJand. Whether the money goes to ro the 
Gladstonians in Parliament or to equip despera- 
does for the committal of outragesin English 
towns is a mere matter of tactics. Whenever 
we find the constitutional agitators with the 
mask laid aside, as in the case of Mr. Davitt at 
Bodyke, we find that their language, sentiments, 
aud aims are identical with those of the ruttians 
by whose support they live and whom they in 
Parliament pretend to be ignorant of.” 

Mr. Gladstone arrived at Carduf this morning 
from Swansea. A large crowd had gathered at 
the station, and he was enthusiastically re- 
eeived. As the train left the station on its way 
to London Mr. Gladstone was saluted with loud 
and prolonged cheering. At Newport Mr. Glad- 
stone addressed an enormous crowd. He chal- 
lenged the Goverument to facilitate the passage 
of the Coercion bill by giving Irish combinations 
the same protection as British combinations and 
abandoning tne insulting proposal of permanent 
coercion. Mr. Gladstone’s next step was made 
at Swindon. In his epveech there he invited his 
opponents to follow the example of Wellington 
and Disraeli, and themselves propose what the 
country wanted. Ifthey did this Mr. Gladstone 
promised that they would receive the support 
of the Liberals. Mr. Gladstone arrived at Dollis 
Hill at 6:10 P.M. He was much fatigued. In 
% speech at Gloucester he attributed the delays 
in the House of Commons to the pugnacity of 
Mr. Balfour. 

Mr. Parneil’s conference with Mr. Morley and 
Bir Charles Russell resulted in the adoption by 
the Irish leader of the Gladstonian tactics of op- 
Position. The Gladstonian leaders will meet to- 
inorrow or Thursday and go carefully over the 
amendments to the Crimes bill, and expunge 
allthat areredundant. The Governmeni will, 
for the prescnt, continue the method of cloture 
adopted prior to the holidays. The Cabinet will 
meet at tg» end of the week to decide whether 
or not to propose an urgency motion. 

The evictions at Bodyke were continued to- 
day. Tenant McNamara, who was behind in his 
rent, defended his house, but the bailiffs broke a 
hole in the wall. Logs and boiling water were 
thrown through the hole at the evicting force. 
= policeman who was holding the Colonel’s um- 

rella dashed through the opening made by the 
bailiffs, and other officers foliowed him. A fight 
ensued, and the tenants were evicted and after- 
ward arrested. The bailiffs charge the tenants 
with having thrown vitriol upon them, but this

Parnell on the night the Irish Crimes Amend- 
ment act was introduced inthe House of Com- 
mons. Mr. Clancy congratulated Mr. O'Brien 
on the success of his mission to Canada, and de- 
nounced the flippant language of Lord Lane- 
downe, which, he said, had incited the outrage 
on Editor O’Brien. A resolution of the Execu- 
tive Committee indorsing Mr. O’Brien’s action 
in regard to the labor meeting in New-York last 
fiaturday night was read and approved.

STANLEY AND TIPPOO TIB. 
THE CONGO STATE CHARGED WITH 
ABETTING THE SLAVE TRADE. 

LisBon, June 7.—In Parliament recently 
an ex-Minister of Marine urged Foreign Minister 
Gomes to arrive at somie understanding with the 
powers that signed the act at the Berlin con- 
ference recognizing the Congo Free State, to 
compel the latter to explain its appointment of 
Tippoo Tib, aslave dealer, as its agent, and re- 
ferred to Tippoo Tib’s participation in Henry M. 
Stanley’s philanthropic enterprise as scandal- 
ous. Several members of Parliament declared 
that Tippoo Tib intended, with the connivance 
of the Congo Free State, and even of Mr. Stanley 


himself, to continue the slave trade on the 
western side of Africa. Minister Gomes replied, 
his remarks being of an ambiguous character. 
The debate throughout was characterized by at- 
acks on the Congo Free State. 

The Congo Free State administration has al- 
ready taken steps to refute the charges referred 
to. The Congo Foreign Minister at Brussels has 
explained to Count Rilvas, the Portuguese Min- 
ister to Belgium, that Tippoo Tib was engaged 
for the purpose of using his influence with the 
tribes of Central Africa toward the re-establish- 
ment of Fall’s Station, to maintain discipline 
among the natives composing Mr. Stanley’s 
escort, and to obtain er ag Nobody, the 
Congo Minister said, would be allowed to carry 
on the slave trade. Neither the Congo agents 
nor Mr. Stanley would permit it. Baron Greindl, 
the Belgian Minister at Lisbon, has given an 
explanation to the same effect.

GLASGOW, June 7.—The cage in one of the 
coal pits at Motherwell, Lanarkshire, fell a 
distance of 360 feet to-day. There were six per- 
sons in the cage atthetime of the accident. 
Three of them were killed outright and the other 
three were badly injured. 


BorDEAUX, June 7.—M. Montgolfier, pro- 
prietor of extensive steel works, while traveling 
inarailway carriage was assaulted by ainan, 
who dealt him 21 blows with a loaded cane. The 
culprit was arrested. M. Montgolfier is in a 
critical condition. 


Paris, June 7.—M. Arene, a member of 
the Chamber of Deputies, challenged M. Mayer, 
editor of La Lanterne, for an attack through 
the columns of that paper on the Corsicans.

THE ALUMNZ RECEIVE REPRESENTA- 
TION ON THE BOARD. 

POUGHKEEPSIE, June 7.—There were brill- 
iant scenes at Vassar College this afternoon and 
evening, it being Class Day. The exercises in 
the chapel commenced with an address of wel- 
come by Miss Skinner, President of the gradu- 
ating class, who was followed by the class ora- 
tor, Miss Ida June Butcher, of Utica. The class 
historian was Miss Marguerite Sweet, of Albany, 
and the class poem was read by Miss Elizabeth 
Raeburn Hoy. The prophecy was made by 
Miss Adaline Louise Jenckes, of Pawtucket, R, 
I., after which pupils and guests filed out of the 
college to the lawn in front of the building, 
where the class tree was planted and closing ex- 
ercises held. The Senior charge was made by 
Miss Nellie Heth Canfield and the Junior reply 
by Miss Mildred Rich, of Oshkosh, Wis. Then 
followed the burial of the records, after which 


the class song was sung, when the pupils and 
guests marched back to the college and were dis- 
missed. The Committee of Arranzemeuts was 
composed of Miss Cieveland, Chairman, and the 
Misses Anderson, Harkness, Wilson, Frank 
Jones, and Atwater. 

This evening a promenade concert is in pro- 
gress, and the brilliantly lighted parlors and cor- 
ridors are crowded with ladies and gentlemen. 
Outside of the festivities, the most important 
part of the day’s proceedings was the meeting of 
the aluwmne and the anuual meeting of the 
Board of Trusteés. The alumumw has a mem- 
bership of 700, but there were only 75 members 
present at the meeting.

Whereas, Moreover, the association is deeply con- 
scious of the dignity and responsibility of repre- 
sentation. it therefore suggests, first, that Trustee- 
ship be restricted to graduates of at least 10 years’ 
standing, and electorship to those of at least three 
years’ standing; second, that the term of office of an 
Alumne representative be six years.

Elizabeth E. Hoppleton, of Omaha, and Mrs.

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TROLLING FOR BIG FISH. 
THE PRESIDENT’S LAST DAY OF SPORT 
ON SARANAC LAKE, 

SaRANac INN, N. Y., June 7.—An ambi- 
tion was kindled in the breast of the President 
last night when he looked at the 23-pound 
“‘laker” caught by Mr. Wynants and presented 
to him. As. he surveyed its three feet of 
length and broad shoulders Dave Cronk sug- 
gested that the man who caught it always 
trolied for big fish alone, using big bait of 
whitefish or suckers and a long line in deep 
water, caring nothing for smaller trout than 
15-pounders. These facts were borne in 


mind, and when the (“President and 
his guide started this morning for a day’s 
fishing at the lower end of the 
lake the President was determined to 
come back with a big fish, if big bait ana from 
200 to 300 feet of line would bring one. ~Col. 
Lamont and Dr. Rosman, two of the President’s 
closest companions on all his fishing trips, fol- 
lowed to-day at a distance and did not rest their 
renown as fishermen on large bait and extra 
long lines. All took lunches, prepared to stand 
all day, but there was to be no evening meeting 
at Fish Creek and no — battles with the 
swarming black files of that sylvan stream. 
The day was a fine one, the sun _ be- 
ing hot but obscured until after noon 
by light clouds. Patiently the President 
dragged his long line through the deepest water, 
fardown below Birch Island, and back again 
over the same ground, offering a whirling sucker 
to the lurking “lakers’’ of large size. Dave 
Cronk told him some tough stories to beguile his 
time. One in particular, about one trout in the 
lake known to be more than 100 years old which 
had been seen before the war, years ago, and 
faithfully described as having a large white 
spot on its tail, and again over a year or so ago 
by “Ole” Corille, obliged the President to re- 
mind Dave that in one respect he did 
not resemble George Washington. Whether 
Cronk’s stories or the weather kept the big fish 
away isimmaterial. They refused to touch the 
President’s ‘* gang” and he reluctantly came 
back at night empty-handed. He brought back 
a good appetite, however, and at supper he tried 
it upon a tempting dish of trout a la Mayonnaise, 
the head and shoulders of the big 23-pounder 
presented to him yesterday, being the basis of 
the dish. Col. Lamont caught one six-pounder 
and one three-pounder, Dr. Rosman caught tnree, 
and another member of the party who had caught 
nothing before to-day brought back three four- 
pounders. 

The President will get his last fishing to-mor- 
row, at least for this visit. On Thursday morn- 
ing there may be time for one early excursion on 
the lake, but it is probable that the morning will 
be given ~~ to packing and getting ready for the 
departure from the woods. About 3 o’clock the 
party will be driven in buckboards to Paul 
Smith’s, and after brief rest there for supper 
will go on by wagon to Paul Smith Station on 
the Northern Adirondack Railroad. The special 
train that brought the President into the woods 
will be in waiting for his party and will start 
immediately on his arrival at the station. 
The run through to Albany will be over 
the Vermont Central, and the; train will reach 
Albany early on Friday morning. The Presi- 
dent, Mrs. Cleveland, Col. Lamont, and Mrs. 
Lamont will leave the special to take breakfast 
with Gov. Hill. They will only be in Albany 
about three hours, and will resume their jour- 
ney in time to reach Washington during Friday 
evening. Mrs. Cleveland gave her last tea to- 
day. The ladies of the Saranac Inn attended. 
It was as pleasant as the other occasions of the 
same kind that have marked her stay here. She 
was again assisted by Mrs. Lamont and Mrs. 
Rosman and received her callers in a pretty 
Summer costume of blue and white.

THE DOOTORS’ CONVENTION. 
ANNUAL MEETING OF THE AMERICAN 
MEDICAL ASSOCIATION. 

CuiIcaGo, June 7.—The thirty-eighth an- 
nual convention of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation assembied in this city to-day. The 
attendance of physicians and surgeons from all 
parts of the country is unexpectedly large. The 
session was opened by an address of welcome 
delivered by Mayor Roche. 

Dr. E. H. Gregory, of St. Louis, President of 
the association, delivered the annual address. 
He said force and matter made up the universe; 
force implied antagonism, cell struggle was the 
gist of modern pathology. Disease was but one 


of the multitudinous symptoms of iife. 
After describing cell disease, the speaker 
said they could almost see daylight 
in pathology. Cell potency, subtlety, and 
antagonism constitute the pith and marrow 
ot medical science. Irritation provoked a con- 
centration of white cells. Inflammation, the 
keystone of medical science, is only to be under- 
stood on the theory of cell antagonism. Cells 
live of themselves, by themselves, and for the 
whole body. The dead cells, like the dead sol- 
diers that fallin battle, are hurtful to the whole 
organism if notspeedily removed. A high tribute 
was paid to Pasteur and Listor. Pasteur’s dis- 
coveries enabled him to change cell structures 
without destroying them. Doctors should not 
despair. The old chestnut that “‘ prevention is 
better than cure” was not yet worm-eaten. In 
conclusion he alluded to the death of Dr. Bald- 
win and made reference to the International 
Medical Congress that meets in Washington in 
September. 

A report of the Committee on Emigrant Ships 
was made by Dr. Bell. He read the law regulat- 
ing immigration and medical espionage relating 
thereto. After pointing out the abuses of the 
law, he recommended some amendments which 
received the hearty. approval of the association. 

Among the officers of the association in attend- 
ance are Dr. P. H. Millard, Stillwater, Minn., 
First Vice-President; Dr. W. B. Walsh, Boonas- 
borough, Ark., Second Vice-President; Dr. W. H. 
Pancoast, Phildelphia, Third Vice-President; 
Dr. W. C. Wile, New-London, Conn., Fourth Vice 
President; Dr. W. B. Atkinson, Philadelphia, 
Secretary; Dr. R. K. Dunglison, Philadelphia, 
Treasurer; Dr. C. H. A. Kleinschmidt, Washing- 
ton, D. C., Librarian, and Dr. J. M. Toner, Wash- 
ington, D. C., Chairman of the Committee on 
Necrology. The association will be in session

BELIEVED TO BE A SUICIDE. 
GEORGE R. PARKS ANNOUNCED HIS IN- 
TENTION TO TAKE HIS LIFE, 
| 


30STON, June 7.—To-night the friends of 
George R. Parks, the actor, believe that he met 
a suicide’s death, and this would seem to be set- 
tled beyond a reasonable doubt unless he is in 
hiding to escape hiscreditors. On thenight that 
Parks disappeared he wrote letters to his wife 
and mother, then at New-York.

he had done so. The opening sentence in the 
letter to his mother is, “ I die as I have lived,” 
and it continues in the same strain without 
stating distinctly bis suicidal plans. 

That to his wife states plainly that he intend- 
ed to kill himself, and details his plan for self- 
destruction, which was in brief to tie @ suit of 
heavy armor to his feet and throw himself into 
the water. Itis believed that he did this, as it 
is known that he carried from the Tremont 
House on the night of his disappearance a suit 
of armor used by him on the stage. If he met 
death in this way there is nothing strange in the 
fact that his body has not been found.

HXOITEMENT IN WHEAT. 


THE CLIQUE STILL ACTIVE IN PUSHING 
THEIR PLANS. 

CuicaGo, June 7.—The rumor that some 
of the bravest bears had thrown up the sponge 
and had made private settlements with the 
clique sold June wheat up to 94% cents on the 
curb this morning and opened the regular mar- 
ket greatly excited, with June 93% cents and 
July 8712 cents. There was a rush to buy, led 
by the shorts and joined in by the tail- 





ers, which lifted June to 94% cents, 
the highest price touched by wheat 
for many months. A reaction to 


9219 cents followed, with fractional recovery. 
At the final close wheat was 9314 cents for June 
and 86% to 86%, cents for July. The clique 
brokers were in the pit constantly and pursued 
their tactics of Saturday, supporting and hel 

ing the market up with one set of brokers while 
selling through another. In the aggregate their 
sales were large. Beyond supporting it when 
weakest the combine did not meddle with July. 
There was a heavy volume of trade and numer- 
ous outside orders. To-morrow’s receipts of 
wheat are estimated at 326 cars. Although 
the amountof grain loading out in vessels is 
very large, there is still great scarcity of egy 29 
room and no lessening in the pressure for it. 
Stocks in the speculative grades of grain in this 
city are larger than ever before known and the 
percentage in the whole stock is larger. It was 
estimated to-day that fully 2,800 cars of wheat 
are now standing on tracks near this city waiting 
for a chance to be unloaded, and some of them 
contain nearly 1,000 bushels each. The high 
_— now being paid in this city for wheat is 

rawing it from all over the West. 

It was reported to-day that holders of corn 
and oats were being paid premiums to take 
their stuff out to make room for wheat. Efforts 
are being made to declare more houses recular. 
Protests, it 1s said, are reaching the Board of 
Directors and the banks from merchants and 
renee against the continuance of the corner. 

t has done marked damage to the trade of the 
city, the mercantile class says, and is liable to 
work further damage unless broken. 

The action on the subject of furnishing addi- 
tional storage room for grain was matter of 
much comment to-day among the interested 
parties on ’Change. Apparently, however, the 
number of these who are so interested was 
much smaller at night than in the morning, as 
a good many straddlers between this city and 
Duluth were unstraddled during the day, one 
of the results of which was said to be the for- 
warding of $500,000 to New-York by one firm 
in the shape of profits on the deal. 


San Francisco, June 7.—There was a 
sharp drop to-day in buyer 1887, the chief spec- 
ulative option on ’Change. Yesterday’s price 
advanced to $2.11 per cental and closed at 
$2 07. The market opened this morning 
at $2 05, dropped quickly to $1 95, and 
after fluctuating sharply closed for the day 
at $1 98%. The quotations for year delivery, in 
which the “corner” was engineered, were nomi- 
nally unchanged, although the deal is supposed 
to be nearly closed out. The decline to-day was 
all the more puzzling to operators in view of an 
official publication, showing that the wheat crop 
would be considerably short of that of last year. 





TROUBLE ON LAKE HURON. 





THE FISHERIES DISPUTE BREAKING OUT 
IN A NEW PLACE. 

Detroit, Mich., June 7.—The trouble- 
some fisheries question has broken out in a new 
spot. 8. H. Davis & Co., fish merchants of this 
city, wanted to buy whitefish from the Georgian 
Bay this season. Noble & Clark, a Canadian 
firm, have for years controlled the Georgian Bay 
whitefish catch. They paid a small price to the 
fishermen and charged a high price to American 
buyers. At the suggestion of some Canadian 
fishermen Davis & Co. employed an agent at 
French River, in the Georgian Bay, and con- 


tracted with the owners of six fishing smacks 
to buy their entire season’s catch. A small 
steamer, the Remora, belonging to Davis & Co., 
made periodical trips from Alpena, on the north- 
ern Michigan side of Lake Huron, to French 
River to bring back the fish, which were regu- 
larly bought and paid for by the French River 
agent- 

Lhe first indication of trouble was when the 
following editorial appeared in a Collingwood 
(Ontario) weekly paper: 

“A number of American fishermen have invaded 
our lake fisheries and settled at Bustard Island for 
this season. One Davis, of Detroit, is proprietor of 
the plant, which consists of a tug and six fishing 
boats. As far as ws can ascertain, the party has been 
cunning enough to evade the law, and he is now 
practicing commercial union with a vengeance. The 
matter must be attended to, and that promptly, for 
as long as Canada controls her lake fisheries they 
must be kept for her own peopie. A Canadian boat 
entering American lake waters to fish has to pay 
heavily for the privilege, and this fact of itself should 
prompt the Government to decisive and energetic 
action in the present case.” 

The second act occurred last Thursday, when 
Customs Inspector Frasier, of Victoria Harbor, 
swooped down on the plant and seized the six 
boats and four tons of fish which had just been 
put on the Remora for shipment to Alpena. The 
agent offered to give bonds for the removal of 
the fish. Frasier refused to accept bonds and 
declined to show his authority for the seizure, 
and on the following day the fish were sold to 
one Anderson. 

8S. H. Davis & Co. are $400 out, and are nat- 
urally indignant. Yesterday they were unable 
to supply their customers with whitefish. They 
claim that their boat Remora has fulfilled all the 
requirements of Canadian law and that they 
were merely exercising the right of purchase 
enjoyed by everybody in all civilized countries. 
They will send a man to Ottawa to remonstrate 
with the Minister of Fisheries, and, if redress is 
refused, will appeal, if possible, to the courts. 
The firm suppose that the trouble is due to the 
malicious misrepresentations of Canadian fish 
buyers.

DEATH OF EX-JUDGE MURRAY. 





THE EVENT UNEXPECTED BY 


JURIST’S FRIENDS. 

Evtmira, N. Y., June 7.—Ex-Judge William 
Murray, who died in this city about midnight 
last night, was born in the town of Andes, Dela- 
ware County, Nov. 21, 1820, of Scotch parents. 
He studied law and was admitted to the Bar in 
1848. In 1852 he was elected District Attorney 
of Delaware County and was re-elected in 1856. 
Mr. Murray was elected County Judge and Sur- 
rogate of Delaware County, and held this dual 
office forfour years. On Feb. 14, 1868, he was 
appointed Justice of the Supreme Court by Gov. 
Fenton, to fill the vacancy created by the pro- 
motion of Judge Mason to the Court of Appeals 


bench. In 1869 he was elected to the office 
over the Hon. Hezekiah Sturges, of Coopers- 
town. At the expiration of this eight- 
year term he was re-elected for the four- 
teen-year term. In November, 1885, he was 
suddenly prostrated by a _ paralytic stroke 
while holding court at Morristown. He recov- 
ered from it slowly, and during the past Winter 
had been apparently gaining constantly. He 
spent cra mouths in the South, mostly in 
Virginia. He returned North about a month ago 
and came to Elmira for treatment. Here he was 
seen to be gaining instrength and spirits,and the 
sudden biow that caused his death was there- 
fore very unexpected. In March last Judge 
Murray signitied to the Governor his desire to 
be relieved from office, and therefore a reselu- 
tion was adopted relieving him upon half salary, 
according to law. In politics he was a Whig un- 
til the Republican Party was born, when he be- 
came a Republican. During his judicial service 
he took no active part in politics, but his interest 
was keen and his sympathies strong for his 
party. 

Judge Murray leaves two sons and a daughter— 
David Murray, 4 prominent young lawyer of 
3inghamton; Asher Murray, a banker, of 
Wadena, Minn., and Mrs. Alexander Conklin, at 
Delhi. Mrs. Murray, wife of the deceased, died 
in 1876. Judge Murray’s remains will be taken 
to-morrow morning to Delhi for burial.

SERIOUS ACCIDENT ON THE FITCHBURG 

RAILROAD—LIST OF THE WOUNDED. 

Nortu Apams, Mass., June 7.—The Sara- 
toga express on the Fitchburg Road going west 
met with a serious accident at Pownal Station, 
Vt., at 8:30 o’clock to-night. The two rear cars, 

which were occupied by Phillips excursionists, 
en route to California, were thrown from the 
track by the springing of a switch, and toppled 
over upon their sides. Following is a list of the 
injured:

“ Our party, occupying two cars at the rear of 
the train, numbered 48 in all and were bound 
for California. This ends our journey for the 
present. We are all stopping at the two hotels 
intown. I was unconscious for some time after 
the accident, but am all right now, except ‘for a 
bad flesh wound over the eye. Most of our peo- 
ple are from Massachusetts and Connecticut.” 

Foreman of Repairs Soule is still at the wreck 
and will have everything clear in two hours. 
Trains are now running regularly. The Fitch- 
burg Company have both tracks of the Troy and 
Boston and Boston, Hoosac Tunnel and 
Western Roads at this place. There is some 
dispute as to the cause of the accident. Section 
Master Rooney says the track and switch were 
all right, while other railroad men say the flange 
on the rear truck wheel of the Pullman caught 
in the point of the switch and threw the:switcb 
over. The forward part of the Pullman car con 
tinued toward the Troy and Boston track, while 
the rear part stayed on the Boston, Hoosac Tun- 
nel and Western, thus toppling over the cars be- 
hind it. 

The prompt action on the part of Conductor 
Clark in using the air brakes saved the lives of 
the passengers. The injured are receiving every 
attention possible. 





THE CARDINAL AT HOME. 





AN ENTHUSIASTIC RECEPTION GIVEN TO 
HIM IN BALTIMORE. 

BALTIMORE, June 7.—Few recent events 
created more general notice than the arrival of 
Cardinal Gibbons to-day after an absence of four 
months. It was recognized that he was beloved 
by all Catholics, but to-day those of other faiths 
assembled to welcome him and to do him honor. 
The Mayor and members of the City Council, the 
heads of departments of the City Government, 
Judges of the Orphans’ Court, and the Catholic 


Benevolent Legion assembled on the lawn 
adjoining the station to join in the wel- 


come. On _ Charles-street, from the sta- 
tion to  Mulberry-street, a distance of 
nearly a mile, uniformed knights and 


other societies were drawn up in double line, 
forming an avenue through which the proces- 
sion was to pass. The train arrived only afew 
minutes after the schedule time, and the Cardi- 
nal alighted and passed through the station 
to the front of the lawn. Assoon as he appeared 
he was greeted with cheers. Mayor Hodges, 
who was awaiting him, shook the Cardinal cor- 
dially by the hand and made an appropriate ad- 
dress of welcome. He was followed by Mr. 
Charles Joseph Bonaparte, who made a long ad- 
dress congratulating the Cardinal on his return 
and speaking in high terms of the esteem in 
whieh he was held by all classes of the com- 
munity. 

Cardinal Gibbons replied, saying he was over- 
whelmed with a sense of gratitude for the spien- 
did ovation which greeted him and for the out- 
pouring of the people of the city he loved so 
well. He had always shrunk from public recep- 
tions, but in this instance his personal purposes 
must yield to the wishes of others. There were 
occasions when personal wishes had to be laid 
aside, and certainly this was one of them. He 
returned thanks to Mr. Bonaparte and also to 
the Mayor. He was sensible of the honor con- 
terred by the civil ruler of Baltimore without 
regard to religious preference, and most cordial- 
ly reciprocated the sentiments expressed. 

The line of procession was then formed, the 
Mayor and City Council and civic officers in car- 
riages, preceded by a band of music, a platoon 
of police, and the Catholic Benevolent Legion, 
the carriages of Vicar-General McColgan and 
Mgr. McManus following. As the line moved 
the societies which had lined the street fell in 
and the procession moved to the Cardinal’s resi- 
dence.

TROUBLE FOR THE CUNARD COMPANY. 

Boston, June 7.—The Cunard Steamship 
Company is having some trouble with the Alien 
Commissioners at this port, which has resulted 


in the latter making a formal protest against 
the granting of clearance papers to the steamer 
Cephalonia, due to sail from Boston on Thurs- 
day vext. Collector Saltonstall will hear both 
sides of the case to-morrow, and his decision 
will be of some importance to the transatlantio 
steamship lines engaged in the carriage of pas- 
sengers. The Cephalonia on her last trip to Bos- 
ton brought @ demented and penniless woman 
trom Ireland. When the Alien Commis- 
sioners boarded the vessel their atten- 
tion was called to this woman. They 
decided to call upon the company to 
take the woman back to Ireland, and informed 
certain of the officers of that fact. To insure 
obedience Commissioner Colcord went aboard 
to see the ship’s doctor. He warned the man at 
the gangplank not to allow the woman to go 
ushore, but when he returned to point out the 
woman to the doctor she had disappeared and 
could not be found. The Commissioner was 
mad. He said that this sort of thing had oc- 
curred once too often, and hence the application 
foranembargo on the steamer. The Commis- 
sioners say that unless the woman is produced 
the steamer cannot get her clearance papers.

FAREWELL TO MR. O'BRIEN 


THE DINNER IN HIS HONORA 
GREAT SUOCKSS. 
HIS LAST SPEECH TO AMERICAN HEARERS 
AND INCIDENTS OF HIS LAST DAY IN 
THE CITY. 


The United Irish -National Societies 
crowded the banquet rooms of the Hofiman 
House last night into one vast sonvenir of the 
Emerald Isle, in honor of William O’Brien, their 
guest. |Mr. O’Brien saw the handsome room 
yesterday hidden in flags. The doors were hung 
with portitres made of American flags, while the 
walls on each side were hung with enormous 
masses of green bunting bearing a big harp of 
Erin in old gold. Thecandelabra were encircled 
with the same green similarly impressed. 

At the guest’s table the most elaborate deo- 
orations were to be seen. Just over Mr. 
O’Brien’s head hung an immense basket filled 
with roses, which cast their fragrance over the 
entire room. Tne basket was apparently sus- 
pended by a cleverly woven rope of smilax. 
The mirror behind the table was covered with 
green flags and golden harps of old Ireland, 
while beside these and encircling the gas jets 
which shed their light over the table were 
American Stars and Stripes, which gave way 
after a short relgn to more green bunting and 
golded harps. In front of Mr. O’Brien, and al- 
most hiding him from view, was a2 mound of 
roses. 

The editor of United Ireland read what he was 
to eat from a menu printed in bright green let- 
ters; he ascertained his place at the table—or 
could have done so had it been necessary—from 
@ list also made up in green. The toast card was 


a similar emerald souvenir, while the badges of 
the committee were of green satin bearing the 
American flags and the harp of Erin in amieable 
juxtaposition. Down the tables in parallel lines 
Tan endless rows of smilax, and many of the 
lamps that showed people all these interesting 
things had greeo shades.

MR. ©’BRIEN’S SPEFCH. 

“Thave had a felir share of difficulty during this 
mission to Ameria, but assure you my princi 
pal'difficulty on this, the last occasion when I 
shall have the privilege of addressing an Amer- 


ican audience for the present, is to find words 
fervent enough to thank you for all the kindness 
and warm-hearted hospitalities I have received 
at the hands of the American people. 

“*Upon this happy occasion I am not sure that 
I ought to refer at all to the stormy little episode 
which has diversified our visit to New-York, and 
during which a few gentlemen—a very few— 
with professions of interest in the Irish cause 
upon their lips seemed disposed to envy the. 
laurels of the Lansdowne mobs in Canada, and 
did not blush to refer with complacency to their 
work. They are uot Irish Nationalists and I de 
not believe that they are true Americans. 
American opinion has already judged them—has 
judged the methods to which they resorted, and 
the language they employed—and I believe that 
judgment jis a verdict of condemnation as em- 
phatic and overwhelming as has been recorded 
against Lord Lansdowne from shore to shore of 
this great continent, : 

“I do not desire to say one unnecessarily 
harsh word to-night of Mr. McMackin, but it is 
the simple and literal truth to say that it be- 
came for me a question between gratifying Mr. 
MecMackin and destroying Mr. Parnell and 
wrecking the movement which it has cost tle 
Irish people many a year of labor and of bitter 
sacrifice to build up—a movement which has 
brought our cause to the very thresbold of a glori- 
ous victory. That was the issue—the cruel and 
unfair issue which I was obliged to face, wheth- 
er the hopes of our people for this generation 
were to be cast to the winds, whether Mr. Par- 
nell was to be handed over to the London Times 
to be overwhelmed by its lying taunts and 
libels—allin order that Mr. McMackin mizht 
nave his say and might enjoy his personal 
triumph in spite of all remonstrances, and even 
in rebellion against the will of his own commit- 


tee. 1 believe there are not many [rish 
Nationalists throughout the globe to-day 
who do not realize that our move- 


ment has been saved from one of the greatest 
dangers—I say it advisedly—one of the mest 
deadly perils that ever threatened its existence. 
And, gee, 1 it was a painful episode, I believe 
the Irish millions feel to-night that the safety of 
the Irish cause has not been purchased at too 
dear a price when they remember that if Mr. 
McMackin and some of his friends are angry and 
disappointed, the London Jimes is still more 
angry and disappointed, and the tongues of our 
slanderers in England are struck dumb. 

“As to Mr. McMackin’s threats against my- 
self—well, although it is hateful to me to speak 
of my own personality in such a matter, Mr. 
MeMackin is, of course, at perfect liberty, if he 
chooses, to enter into competition with me for 
the confidence and affection of my countrymen, 
who know every act of my life. God knows it 
is abhorrent to me to speak in this way. Only 
tor the representative capacity ( unfortunately 
occupy, only for the heavy responsibility that 
rests upon me, I should disdain to open my lips 
on such a subject, but when Mr. Me- 
Mackin talks of standing between me 
and the hearts of my country men—when he taiks 
of getting my countrymen in line with the 
Kingston assassins and with the English Gov- 
ernment against me—wéll, I am forced to tell 
him that my countrymen will remember, if he 
does not, that I have stood by the side of the 
Irish people in many an hour of trial and danger 
when he was not by to give us the benefit of his 
guidance, and that I will be standing shoulder 
to shoulder with them again in the hours of peril 
and suflering that are approaching, when 
perhaps Mr. MeMackin may not be there 
to share the consequences that his actions in 
New-York would have entailed upon the cause 
which is entwined beyond all other causes with 
the very tendrils of the Irish heart. I have per- 
haps sald more upon this subject than the oc- 
casion called for. American opinion has, I 
think, made upits mind about Mr. McMackin, 
and I have reason to know that nobody realizes 
that more thoroughly than his own colleagues 
in the labor movement, which he has so deeply 
injured by his attempt to compromise and 
jeopardize the Irish cause for his own purpose. 

“There was one thing which gave me the most 
profound distress and pain, and that was that 
any section of the workingmen of New-York— 
any section of the 100,000 men who came out 
that night with honest love for Ireland in their 
hearts—should have been left for one moment 
under the impression that it ever entered into 
my mind to slight them or the cause of labor. 
It was one of the cruel and discreditable man- 
ceuvres of Mr. McMackin and his friends to keep 


men‘ in the dark up to the very last mo- 
ment as to their intentions, so a8 to 
make it impossible for me to acquaint 


the people who came into the streets that night 
with the way in which I had been treated or to 
correct the fraudulent and untruthful misrep- 
resentations which were uttered from the plat 
form at Union-square that evening as tothe 
reasons for my absence. The truth has come 
out now, however, and the truth has prevailed. 


| 4 believe the workingmen of New-York are thor 
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convinced to-day that the last thought 
agg mind and the last desire of my heart 
was to slight or to insult them or 
the cause of labor—that I never swerved 
by one inch or for one instant from 
the path of strict and absolute neutrality 
asto American parties and American issues— 
that I acted solely to save our cause and our 
great leader from a deadly peril; that I had to 
act at a moment's notico in the face of difficulty 
and treachery and deceit, and that I chose, at 
all events, the lesser of two evils in deciding at 
all hazards to keop the Irish cause free and un- 
contaminated and independent before the world 
—to save our movement here from degenerating 
into an appendix of any American party, no 
matter what party, and to save all the splendid 
hopes of our people and of our leaders at homes 
from being shipwrecked miserably and going 
down amid the oxultant taunts of the London 
Times and of the Tory coercionists. 

«Out of evil comes the good, and T cannot help 
thinking thatin themysterious ways of Divine 
Providence’ this whole incident, like the pro- 
coedingsof the: Lansdowne mob, will only have the 
effect of bringing strength and triumph to the 
Trish cause by exhibiting that cause in all its 
purity and fearlessness and independence before 
the American people and before the world. 
Time will tell. y believe the actions of the Irish 
and the American people within the next few 
months will tell triumphantly.” 


THE OTHER SPEECHES. 

Mr. Charles A. Dana was the next speaker. 
Hoe said that never was the name of the United 
States more appropriately used than in the toast 
and welcome to William O’Brien. He was a 


combatant for home rule. The United States 
was the greatland of homerule, and “in this 
country,” said Mr. Dana, “we all favor home 
rule and liberty in Ireland. This cause 
must triumph. The ablest and strongest Eng- 
lish statesmen favor it, the necessities of British 
politics supportit, and the eternal justice of 
God requires it.” ae 

The next toast, “Ireland and Her Exiles, 
was responded to by Bishop M. J. O’Farrell, of 
Trenton. He said he came to offer his tribute 
to the illustrious guest. He considered his mis- 
sion one of charity. It had been carried out with 
2 courage as undaunted as ever soldier mani- 
tested in greatest danger. To speak of Ire- 
land’s exiles would necessitate too long and too 
pathetic a speech. The exile of Erin was known 
throughout the world, and his sorrows had been 
wept over in many lands. 

he Rev. Wiltam Lioyd responded to the toast 
“Gladstone.” He said he was sorry he had been 
alluded toasa‘'D. D.” His divinity was never 
sick enough to need doctoring. He said that Mr. 
O’Brien had added another to his long list of 
triumphs on June 4. Gladstone would save 
England from wreck. Though she had seen 
many Ministries England had always been 
forced to say, “William, take the wheel again; 
for God’s sake take the wheel.” 

Gov. R. 8. Green, of New-Jersey, responded 
briefly to “Our Sister States,” and then Mr. 
O’Brien read a letter from Eugene Kelly, Presi- 
dent of the Parliamentary Fund Association, 
stating that the association had intrusted to 
the editor £5,000 to be devoted to Ire- 
land’s cause as his discrimination might dictate. 
Letters of regret were read from Goy. Hill, Gen. 
W. T. Sherman, ex-Gov. Hoadly, of Ohio; Judge 
Van Hoesen, ex-Judge Noah Davis, United 
States District Attorney Stephen A. Walker, 
Mayor Hewitt. Recorder Smyth, and Roscoe 
©Conkling. This ended the Leng aay and the 
guests separated after wishing . O’Brien a 
safe passage home. 


HOW THE EDITOR PASSED THE DAY, 
When the Irish editor finished his breakfast at 
the Hoffman House yesterday morning and re- 
turned to his reception room he foundit crowded 
with visitors, while the table was loaded with 


ecards, telegrams, and mail matter of all kinds. 
Scores of people took the opportunity to express 
their complete satisfaction with Mr. O’Brien’s 
course since hisarrivalin the city. Many of these 
congratulations came from labor representa- 
tives. Forinstance, Mr. O’Brien was told that 
Branch No. 1 of the Carpenters and Joiners’ 
United Order met Monday evening and uanani- 
mously adopted resolutions indorsing “ the wise, 
conservative, and patriotic action’ he took in 
“not allowing the cause of Ireland to be preju- 
diced by any affiliation or connection with 
American politics.” 

Among the morning visitors were a number of 
autograph hunters. The editor complied with 
their requests. ‘‘My autograph,” he said, as he 
wrote, “has been scattered all over America. 
If the London Times wants to commit another 
forgery it will be easy to obtain my signature. 
I think, however, the Jimes has bad its say.” 

At 10 o’clock the Irish journalist, with Dennis 
Kilbride and Charles Ryan, his comrades, and 
Messrs. Kellogg, Gill, Clancy, and Wall, the 
New-York newspaper men who went through 
Canada with bim, went to a gallery and sat -for 
a@ photograph group, whichis to be reproduced 
in Ireland. On his return to the hotel the 
editor met ex-Mayor Grace, and after a 
pleasant chat retired to his room te finish 
an article on his American tour for the 
Cosmopolitan and prepare his farewell speech. 
Lieut.-Gov. Jones, Mrs. 8. J. de Velasco 
and daughter, and others called and left their 
ecards. The ladies left a kindly message aa well. 
So heavy was Mr. O’Brien’s mail that he re- 
quested the reporters to say that the writers 
must pot expect personal responses, To make 
them would be atask beyond his power in the 
few hours remaining before his departure. Mr. 
Kilbride devoted several hours to going through 
the mail matter and feund a number of interest- 
ing communications. 

Prof. William B. Clarke, of 27 Pike-street, who 
was on the Committee of Arrang'ements for the 
—— mecsting, wrote under date of 
June 6: 

“My chief desire in remaining at the meeting was 
only to secure harmony, so that the cause of Ire- 
land, which I have faithfully served since my boy- 
hood, might not suffer.

ESCORTED TO THE STEAMER. 

The banquet hall was deserted by midnight, 
at which time the Sixty-ninth Regiment 
and about 5,000 people were massed 
in Broadway and Twenth-fifth-street. 
Shouts and cheers for O’Brien, with an 
occasional hiss and catcall ypnt the air. Rumors 
were rife early in the evening that John Mc- 
Mackin had persuaded Master Workman 
Quinn, of Assembly No. 49 to order 
ail his men who are mnembers of 
the Irish regiment not to parade. At the 
armory, too, it was reported that some of 
McMackin’s agents had been at work 
on the outside trying to persuade members 
to remain away. So far as could be learned 
there was no dissention and the sentiment of the 
mass was allin favor of Mr. O’Brien. The com- 
mand turned out 700 strong, and at the Hoffman 
House no voices were more Vigorous in cheering 
Mr. O’Brien than theirs. 

The Sixty-ninth Regiment’s band serenaded 
Mr. O’Brien after the banquet, and, with ex- 
Mayor Grace and others, he stepped out on 
the balcony of the hotel. His appearance was 
the signal for enthusiastic and prolonged ap- 
Diause. Both Mr. Grace and the patriot made 
ringing speeches. Then, while the band was 
playing “The Wearing of the Green,’ Mr. 
O’Brien, Mr. Kilbride, and the Irish 
newspaper correspondent, Ryan, left 
the hotel by a Twenty-sixth-street door.

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7HE ATLANTIO GIVES THE 
BIG SLOOPS A SURPRISE. 

MR. MAXWELL’S NEW BOAT OUTFOOTS 

THE ATLANTIC YACHT CLUB’S FLEET 
—THE ATLANTIC BEATS THE REST. 

One of the finest yacht races ever sailed in 
these waters was the twenty-second annual 
regatta of the Atlantic Yacht Club, which took 
place yesterday. Tho salient features of the 
race were the victory of the sloop Atlantic over 
the sloop Priscilla and the English cutter Galatea, 
and the splendid sailing of J. Roger Maxwell’s 
new sloop Shamrock, which outfooted the entire 
fleet and won a decisive victory over her new 
steel rival, ©. Oliver Iselin’s sloop Titania. The 
morning broke with every indication of the day 
being unfavorable to yachting. The wind was 
straight up and down and the sky was a solid 
mass of leaden clouds, About 11 o’clock, how- 
ever, aslight breeze sprang up, and afterward 
freshened so that the race was made in moder- 
ately fair time. 

The course for classes A, B, C,D, and E, which 
are explained in the table below, was from a 
line off Bay Ridge to and around the Southwest 
Spit Buoy, thence to and around the Scotland 
ana Sandy Hook Lightships, and home on the 
same course, finishing at Buoy 15 below the Nar- 
rows. For classes F and G the course omitted 
the Southwest Spit, substituting a stakeboat off 
Buoy 8, near the point of Sandy Hook. Classes 


Hand I rounded the same stakeboat, but went 
only as far as the Scotland Lightship. The other 
classes went only as tar as the stakeboat and 
back.. The tide was just beginning to ebb, and 
the light breeze was in the southeasterly quar- 
ter when the preparatory signal was given at 
11:37:04. The’ starting signal for the larger 
classes was given at 11:42:04. The third gun 
for classes F, G, H, and I was fired at 11:47:04 
and the fourth gun for classes J, K, L, and M at 
11:52:12. 

The big sloop Atlantic, under mainsail, club 
topsail, staysail, and jib, was the first to wear 
around and stand for the line, breaking out her 
jib topsail less than a second after the gun was 
tired. The Shamrock wore to avoid crossing the 
line too soon just as the signal was given, and so 
gota poor start. The Galatea made a good start. 
The Atlantic was followed over the line by the 
Titania, Hildegard, Southern Cross, Fanny, 
Huron, Agnes, Galatea, Priscilla, Stranger, 
Gracie, and Shamrock in the order named, the 
others straggling along in the rear. The fleet 
stood down toward the Narrows, close hauled on 
the port tack. Commodore Canfield was seen at 
the helm of the Priscilla, C. Oliver Iselin at that 
of the Titania, Mr. Maxwell at his own wheel on 


tic, andthe redoubtable Joe Elsworth the cat- 
boat Marjorie, 

Before the boats reached the Narrows they met 
the incoming draft of wind coming through 
that opening, and were forced to tack against it, 
except the Atlantic, which, pointing remarkably 
close, held a straight course toward the Lower 
Bay, not tacking until she was close to Fort La- 
fayette, at 12:08. The Priscilla tacked inside of 
Fort Lafayette at 12:12 and the Galatea at 
‘12:13. The Titania went on the starboard tack 
near the west bank at 12:15 and the Shamrock 
was then toleeward of her. The order of the 
leading vessels going out of the Narrows was: 
Atlantic, Titania, Fanny, Shamrock, Pris- 
cilla, Galatea, Huron. The Atlantic was leading 
the fleet by three-quarters of a mile at least, 
having gained by catching the freshening breeze 
first. At 12:21 the Titania crossed the Sham- 
rock’s bow and hauled up to windward of her. 
The two boats then had a luffing match, in which 
the Shamrock passed the Titania to leeward, and 
they were now in company again. Down to 
Buoy 10 the fleet held on the port tack close 
hauled, and gaps began to open up. The Atlan- 
tic passed Buoy 10 at 1:02:30, and tacked to 
stand forthe Spit Buoy at 1:09:40. The Sham- 
rock rounded Buoy 81, on the spit, at 1:18:40, 
followed by the Priscilla, Titania, Fanny, Gala- 
tea, Stranger, Gracie, Huron, and Hildegard in 
the order named. The Cinderella was at this 
time heading for the stakeboat at Buoy 8, which 
she rounded at 1:23:45. The Gevalia led the 
schooners to the Southwest Spit. 

The wind had now hauled to south-southeast, 
and it was a beat to the lightships. There was a 
jump of a sea outside the Hook, and the way the 
Atlantic went to windward through it filled all 
Bay Ridge hearts with joy. She stood on the 
port tack till 1:55, when she went about and 
headed for the Scotland Lightship, going at a 
fine pace. The time of the principal yachts at 
this lightship was as follows:

In the beat from Buoy 10 the Atlantic had 
gained 50 seconds on the Shamrock, 2 minutes 
5 seconds on the Priscilla, and 35 seconds on 
the Galatea. The Galatea gained 15 seconds on 
the Shamrock and 1 minute 30 seconds on the 
Priscilla. It was dead to windward going to 
the Sandy Hook Lightship, which the Atlantic 
reached, of couree, far ahead of all competitors.

From the Scotland to the Sandy Hook Light- 
ship the Atlantic gained 3 minutes 25 seconds 
on the Shamrock, 5 minutes 45 seconds on the 
Priscilla, and 3 minutes 30 seconds on the Gala- 
tea, The Shamrock gained 2 minutes 30 sec- 
onds on the Priscilla, and 15 seconds on the 
Galatea, The Galatea gained 2 minutes 15 sec- 
onds on the Priscilla, On rounding the light- 
ship all hands set spinnakers and balloon jib 
topsails to begin the run homeward. As a mat- 
ter of comparison it may be noted that the lead- 
ers took the following times in setting their 
spinnakers: Atlantic, 4:10; Shamrock, 3:50; 
Priscilla, 1:50; Galatea, 3:00; Cinderella, 1:28; 
Titania, 4:45; Fannie, 3:30. The run in was 
uneventful in all respects, except that the At- 
lantic continued to go as if she had taken a new 
lease of life for this season, and the Shamrock 
maintained her wonderful speed, fairly outstep- 
ping all the larger boats on a run before the 
wind.

HOTEL TEST OASES. 


a 
ARGUING FOR THE RIGHT TO SELL 
LIQUOR TO GUESTS ON SUNDAY. 
The cases which James H. Breslin, of the 
Gilsey House, and Charles N. Vilas, of the 
Fifth-Avenue, have made in order to have the 
courts decide whether they may furnish liquor 
to their guests on Sundays were argued before 
Judge Lawrence, in Supreme Court, Chambers, 
yesterday afternoon. The two gentlemen were 
brought into court on a writ of habeascorpus 
served on Capt. Williams, and the criminal pro- 
ceedings before Justice O’ Reilly were postponed 


in consequence. The Justice was required, also, 
to bring all the papers in the case into court at 
the same time. Mr. Andrews and Col. Ingersoll 
argued for the defendants, and Corporation 
Counsel Lacombe and Thomas VY. Cator as 
amicus curiw for the prosecution—Mr. Cator, 
at the request of the meeting of the prohibition- 
ists which took place yesterday. 

The question to be decided in these cases is 
the construction of section 21 of Chapter 549 of 
the act of 1873: 


“No inn, tavern, or hotel keeper, or other person 
shall sell or give away intoxicating liquors or wines 
on Sunday, orupon any day on which a4 general or 
special election or town meeting shall be held, or 
within one-quarter of a mile from the place where 
such general or specialjelection or town meeting shall 
be held, inany of the villages, cities, or towns of 
this State, to any person whatever, as a beverage.” 


Mr, Lacombe contended that this section was 

as ‘plain as a pikestaff,” that it meant just 
whatit said, and that more unambiguous and 
luminous language was not contained in any 
statute anywhere. 
_ Mr. Cator produced a copy of a license such as 
is issued to the hotel proprietors of this city by 
the Board of Excise, and argued that, ifany of 
them sold or gave away intoxicating liquor on 
Sunday the Board of Excise would be obliged to 
take away his license. The defendants had sold 
liquor, be saia, when they laid the foundation 
for these test cases, and consequently their 
licenses must be taken away. 

Mr. Andrews and Col. Ingersoll contended that 
this section of the statue, if literally construed, 
would prevent a man from giving a friend a 
glass of wine in his own house on Sunday. They 


also read from section 5 of the act of 1873, 
which says: 


“Nothing herein contained shall be construed to 
prevent hotels from receiving and entertaining 


travelers at any time, subject to the restrictions 
contained in this act.” 


They argued that section 21 only prohibited 
hotel keepers from selling liquors as a beverage 
on Sundays; that furnishing guests with wine 
or ale to be drank during their meals was not 
furnishing it as a beverage; that such an act 
was part of the entertainment of travelers ex- 
pressly allowed in section 5 to be given at any 
ane — are some of the things Col. Inger- 
soll said: 


“There are two questions before your Honor. 
First, under the act of 1873 can a hotel keeper sell 
any intoxicating liquor of any kind in his house to 
a guest to be used at a meal? Second, cana hotel 
keeper furnish to any transient guest who comes 
there for his dinner any intoxicating liquor to be 
used with his meal? The best way to find out the 
meaning of a law is to find out the intention of the 
Legislature asit is given in the language of tho 
statute, and also the contemporaneous construction 
of the act, In my judgment that is the best possi- 
ble method—the contemporaneous construction put 
upon it by the Government, by its executive and 
ministerial officers, and by the public at large. 

“How have the people and the Executive and 
Ministerial officers of the Government construed 
this act? I have looked through the reports of all 
the courts of this State and I cannot find one soli- 
tary case where any hotel keeper has ever been ar- 
rested and tried for furnishing a guest with wine at 
his meals. This law was first passed in 1857, for 
the law of 1873 was a continuation of the law of 
1857. So for 30 years, up toa few weeks ago, there 
has never been an arrest of a hotel keeper for fur- 
nishing a guest with wine at his meals on Sunday. 
This is an enormous fact to be taken into considera. 
tion. Itisanelectriclight by which the meaning 
of the statute can be read. 

“ The hotel where [ live is my home, precisely the 
same as though I am undermy own roof. It is my 
house,. my home, the same as though I own the 
room which I occupy. And while in that hote), sub- 
ject to certain rules and regulations to prevent an- 
noyance of the other guests, T have the same liberty 
that I havo in my own home. I deny the right 
of the Legislature to say what I shall eat or 
what I shall drink in my house. Not only that; 
but I deny tnat the Legislature ever intended to say 
that I should not give a glass of wine to a friend in 
my own house at my own table. I claim the same 
for my hotel that I do for my own house, for if you 
say that the hotel keeper shall not furnish me you 
say I shall not drink. One follows the other. 
Iflam not allowed to purchase of the hotel keeper 
Iam not allowed to drink; consequently the con- 
struction the prosecution is contending for is that 
no guest ata dinner on Sunday shall have the right 
to drink wine. 

“Another view. It looks so provincial, so small, 
picayune, and withered to say in a city like this, 
the metropolis of this country, one of the greatest 
cities of the whole earth, where men come from 
every clime—men that have drunk wine all their 
lives at every meal they ever ate—from London, 
Paris. Berlin, Calcntta, and Pekin—I do not believe 
the Legislature intended to say to these men, ‘Come 
here to our hotels, but on Sunday you shan’t drink 
a glass of wine; ahotelkeeper shan’t furnish it to 
you. Weintend to have you all total abstainers for 
one day.’ I do not believe it. It is too small.” 

Judge Lawrence reserved his decision. Hoe 
will undoubtedly promulgate it between now 
and Saturday.

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THREE OUTSIDERS WINNING 


SOME GOOD FINISHES AT JE- 
ROME PARK. 

A GREAT CROWD AND A STIFF TRACK, 
THE LATTER UPSETTING THE CAL- 
CULATIONS OF THE WISE ONES. 

Yesterday’s races at Jerome Park drew a 
large crowd of people in spite of the threatening 
weather. The track itself was in better con- 
dition than was to be expected after the rain. 
It was simply stiff, not muddy. But it was 
stiff enough to upset the calculations of the wise 
ones, for rank outsiders won three of the races, 
the favorites won two, and the second favorite 
won one. On the whole, therefore, the day’s 
sport was not particularly pleasing to the specu- 
latively inclined, who “plunged” on every race 
and dipped in heavily’on the “sure things.” 
Viewed solely as sport the races on the card 
furnished plenty of it, and there were three or 
four rattling good finishes. 

The officers of the park have not yet acceded 
to the desire, very generally expressed, for an 
opportunity to see a parade of starters in the 
various races before they goto the post for the 
word. As this is an English custom, it is all the 
more strange that the Jerome Park managers do 
not adopt it. Ifthey knew how much sucha 


parade would please the public they probably 
would doso, notso much because there is any 
special desire on their part to please that public, 
but because it is the public's money they are 
after, and they cannot long continue to disre- 
gard its wishes,evenif the public are Amer- 
leans and so in the habit of taking things as 
they find them, evenif they do growl, and put- 
ting up with all sortsof discomforts, as they 
now have to, in order to enjoy their favorite 
sport. The prospect of a rival course at Van 
Cortlandt Park may stir up the managers of the 
old park to do something before the Fall meet- 
ing. 

Noblesse, who was well backed to win the 
opening dash, gave her backers much encour- 
agement in the first quarter mile of the run, for 
she was in front of the lot that started just at 
the edge of the churchyard for the tive furlong 
race, But she seemed to weaken while climbing 
up the hill for the main track, and the favorites 
in the betting, Petulance and My Own, went up 
to the lead and made a good fight down the 
stretch for the honors. Petulance fought hard, 
but My Own outfooted him when the lot rushed 
por the grand stand and won the race by two 
engths, Petulance being four or five in front of 
Noblesse, with Allan Archer next, and Mrs. 
Lorillard’s Stiletto gelding hopelessly in the 
rear, a handsome looking animal, but without 
any speed to speak of. 

A big fiela for Jerome Park, nine horses, came 
to the post for the second race of a mile and a 
sixteenth, for which Saxony was made a hot 
favorite, it being understood that Mr. Kahn was 
to run him for the money to-day. The track was 
good for him and he was fit was the more polite 
way of putting the situation. Whatever the 
reason may have been, Saxony won the race 
without any trouble, jumping to the front when 
the flag fell, and running there from post to 
finish, and apparently without effort Soldier 
the Jead. For the second honors there was 
the liveliest kind of a fight between Bess 
and Royal Arch for the first three-quarters 
of the race, and then between the first named 
and Rowland and Jennie B. The quartet named 
ran well together all around the big oval of the 
track beyond the clubhouse, and also into the 
home stretch. There they broke up, and Bess 
started on an attempt to run down Saxony. 
The attempt was farcical, however, for Saxony 
won by 10 lengths at least, Jennie B. being five 
lengths further away and Royal Arch and Row- 
land lapped in fourth place. 8t. Angustine was 
last, a sixteenth of a mile away from the leader, 
with Pampero just ahead of him, with his bridle 
slipped out of place. 

President August Belmont and the backers of 
the horses were surprised at the result of the 
next race, a handicap sweepstakes of a mile 
and a quarter. The surprise was the more 
agreeable to Mr. Belmont, in all probability, for 
it was the first time his colors had been past the 
judges’ stand carried by a winning horse this 
season. Betters were not so well pleased, for 
they had plunged heavily on Hypasia and Oneko, 
between whom they had settled to their own 
satisfaction that the race would be. Strideaway 
jumped away in front when the flag fell, and ran 
up the straight in the lead, but gave way to 
Hypasia while going around the turn at Picnic 
Hill. This fleet little filly remainedin front until 
justas the horses reached the clubhouse hill, 
and then Tarbouche forged to the frout and led 
the procession inthe run ont of sight Stride- 
away and Hypasia hugged him closely, and the 
three had a very close and exciting run around 
the lower field. But before they started for 
that run Lizzie Baker fell out of the race, just as 
the horses went out of sight. Her near hind 
foot gave out suddenly, and so certainly that 
McLaughlin had to stop riding and allowed her 
toamble home, way inthe rear of the racers. 
But the rest of the lot were racing without pay- 
ing attention to the broken-down filly. Hypasia 
and Tarvouche started from the head of the 
stretch for home on even terms, but the latter 
walked away. from the little filly easily when the 
pair once straightened out for the tinal struggle.

POOR WHEAT CROP IN CALIFORNIA. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., June 7.—The Secretary 
of the San Francisco Produce Exchange has col- 
lected reports of correspondents from all the coun- 
ties of California as to the condition of wheat up to 
Junel, with reports as to damage by recent hot 
winds. Rain, so badly needed early in April, held off 
so long as to seriously injure the crop in certain sec- 
tions. The weather during May continued favor- 
able until! the 27th, when hot “northers” 


swept over the State and caused serious injary 
in various localities. Some correspondents place 
the damage at 25 per cent., while others 
claim itis nominal. Reports show that the north- 
ern half of the State, including Sacramento County, 
will turn out about the same amount of wheat as 
last year. In the San Joaquin Valley, the great 
wheat-producing section of the State, the yield will 
notexceed 60 per cent. of last year. From San 
Francisco south, through the belt of country west 
of the Coast Range, the reports are bad, and it now 
looks as though the yield for this part of the State, 
including all the coast counties, would not be 40 per 
cent. of what was raised last year. The total crop 
of the State will fall considerably under that of last 
year.

A change of considerable importance has 
been made in the municipal civil service 
rules by the authority, of course, of Mayor 
Hewitt. Heretofore when vacancies have 
been. certified to the Advisory Board three 
names from the eligible list have been re- 
turned foreach vacancy. Under the new 
rule, when more than one vacancy is certi- 
fied there will be returned “the names ofas 
many persons as there are vacancies to 
be filled, with the addition of two names 
for the first vacancy and one name forevery 
two vacancies in addition to the first.” 
Under the old rule 12 names were sent 
in for the 4 vacant Captaincies and 30 
for the 10 vacant Sergeantships; under the 
new rule 7 names will be sent for the 
Captaincies and 16 for the Sergeantships. 
This gives a much better chance to those 
who stand highest on the examinations, and 
reduces the possibility of favoritism toward 
those who do not stand so high. 








The taxpayers of this State who appreci- 

ate what the effect would be of the bill re- 
mitting the taxes of the life insurance com- 
panies and relieving them from any future 
payment for their valuable privileges 
should keep in mind the fact that that bill 
has not yet been signed and that on Thurs- 
day of next week an opportunity will be 
given by the Governor for presenting rea- 
sons why it should not have his approval. 
They should make provision for a propor 
presentation of the case before him. This 
bill would virtually add a million dol- 
lars to the taxes of the people by remit- 
ting the amount already due from the in- 
gurance companies and would deprive them 
of a legitimate revenue of $200,000 a year 
in the future. The life insurance com- 
panies by their present methods carry on & 
profitable business, hold vast amounts of 
property, and have an enormous surplus, 
and they ought to bear a fair share of the 
public burdens. This tax is a very mod- 
erate one, and they can pay the arrears 
without putting any new exaction upon 
policy holders. There was no excuse for 
the passage of the bill, and the case should 
be so presented to the Governor as to make 
his duty to the taxpayers plain. 








The wise statesman who procured the 
passage by the last Legislature of an act 
forbidding any corporation to work the men 
in its employ more than ten hours a day 
may now see the effect of his work. It 
costs the gatemen and ticket takers of the 
elevated roads twenty-five cents or more 
each a day if they choose to take advantage 
of their right under the law. In fact, they 
will doubtless go on working as long as 
before and receiving the same pay. The 
managers of the elevated roads have not 
reduced the pay of the men. They have 
merely, by the consent of the men, changed 
the measure of payment to the hour instead 
of the day. That is what all employers 
would be forced todo if an attempt were 
made to enforce any of the absurd laws that 
profess to regulate the pay of workmen, in- 
stead of leaving it to be settled by agree- 
ment, as it is sure to be, whether the Legis- 
lature approves or not.

THE MORAL ASPECT OF IT. 

We have. been much edified and instruct- 
ed by an article from the pen.of the Hon. 
Exvuis H. Roserts in the New Princeton 
Review on “The Moral Aspects of the Tariff.” 
Perhaps the edification and instruction ob- 
tained were not of precisely the kind the 
worthy writer intended, but they were real 
and they were considerable. We had hardly 
supposed that there still existed in this 
busy country and in our time a gentleman 
of Mr. RoBERTS’S experience in public life 
and his opportunities for observing the 
course of public opinion, who would take 
the time and the pains to write an article 
of this length to explain why he believes, 
or why he wishes others to believe, that 
there is a moral side to the present American 
tariff. Except in the sense that everything 
grossly immoral, unjust, oppressive has a 
moral side to it, we should have said that 
the proposition would have struck Mr. 
RoBERTs as ridiculously untenable. Weare 
prepared of course to see Republican pol- 
iticians use certain phrases about the 
“‘beatitudes of well-paid labor’ and about 
the comfort and education and general 
amelioration of the lot of workingmen in 
the United States—such as Mr. BLAINE or 
Mr. SHERMAN wouldemploy onthe platform 
or such as the protectionist organs would 
resort to—with the intended inference that 
the tariff is moral in purpose 
But this is a very thing from 
sitting down in cold blood and writing a 
review article to explain that high 
protective tariffis at once benevolent and 
beneficent. 

Mr. RoBERTS’s argument is-simple 
point of childishness. In substance 
that it is the duty of the Governmen 
good; that the tariff does do good; that 
therefore the Government in enacting the 
tariff is performing a moral duty, q. e. d. 
This is exactly the same style of reasoning 
as that of the famous syllogism: The earth 
belongs to the saints; we are the saints; 
therefore the earth belongs to us; 
again is g.e.d. Mr. Roperts’s reasoning, 
as does that just cited, rests on assumption 
pure and simple. The second proposition, 
that the tariff does do good, is assamed to 
be true, whereas it is freely and obstinately,

it does no good that would not be more 
readily done without it, and that it does a 
great deal of mischief which would be 
avoided without it. Mr, RoBERTS has a det~ 
estation for the theory that the people of 


the United States understand their own 


business better than he understands it or 
any number of present or former members 
of Congress. He believes it to be heartless 
and uncbhristian to leave the business of the 
people to themselves when their so-called 
representatives are prepared with a patent 


plan to attend to it better than they can, 
This is what he calls the “ laissez-faire’ pol- 


icy, a term of opprobrium that carries in his 


mind incalculable disgrace, He implies that 
when one man has a scheme that he thinks, 
or says, will be beneficial to another man, 
the first man and not the second is the judge, 
and to require the first man to let the second 
one alone is laissez-faire and wicked. 


It does not alter the case that a political 


party has the scheme, or that a majority of 
the people support that party. That may 
make the scheme feasible and legal. It does 
not make it moral. The rights of the 
minority, who do not support the party and 
do not approve the scheme, remain the same 
from the point of view of morals. 
of the question lies just here. 
will be surprised to hear probably that his 
reasoning for protection is exactly the same 
in principle, and it is not different, save in 
degree in results, from the reasoning by 
which African slavery was sustained. It 


The gist 
Mr. RoBERTS 


was stoutly maintained by the advocates of 


slavery, with many telling quotations from 
Scripture, that the negroes, by being 
brought within the influence of the Chris- 
tianity professed by their captors and own- 
ers, had an opportunity that they would not 
otherwise have had to save their unfortunate 


souls from perdition; that apart from this 


supreme consideration they were fed and 


clothed and housed without anxiety to 
themselves, and given the blessings of 
steady employment, when if they had not 


been “protected” in this way they would 
have spent their miserable livesin savagery 


and combat, naked under a hot sun in an 
unhealthy climate, with grave risk of being 
cooked and eaten. The pestilent theorists, 
of whom Mr. ROBERTS was one, who de- 
nounced this theory as absurd and its con- 
sequences as evil, were dismissed as cruel 
advocates of the hated “ laissez-faire” doc- 
trine, with no appreciation of the “‘moral 
aspects” of the beneficent institution of 
African servitude. 

Yet in some ways slavery was more justi- 
fiable than protection. The numbers it op- 
pressed were not so great. The condition 
of those of its victims brought from Africa 
was actually improved. The number of 
the oppressors benefited, even in our com- 
paratively small population at the time— 
scarcely more than one-half of the present 
population—was twice as great as those ben- 
efited by protection, even if we include the 
workingmen, whose advancement through 
this system we distinctly deny. However, 
such facts will not be seen by Mr. ROBERTS. 
He is, we are constrained to believe, a sin- 
cere man. Hehas become so possessed of 
the idea of his party that he is in heart and 
mind @ partisan. His assumption of facts 
is probably unconscious, though his state- 
ments are the reverse of correct. We can- 
not speak very harshly of his helpless mis- 
representations. His case is fairly covered 
by Mr. THACKERAY’s allusion to the per- 
version.of conscience among his servants: 

“é«Who ate up the three pigeons which went 
down in the pigeon pie at breakfast this morn- 
ing? ‘Oh, dear me, Sir, it was John,’ who went 
away last month, or ‘I think it was Miss Mary’s 
canary bird, which got out of the cage, and is 60 
fond of pigeons it can never have enough of 
them.’ Yes,it was the canary bird, and Eliza 
saw it, and Eliza is ready to vow she did. These 
statements are not true, but please don’t call 


them lies. This is not lying; this is voting with 
your party. You must back your own side.” 





THE REPUBLICAN SITUATION. 

The gentlemen who are interested in the 
affairs of the Republican Party are depend- 
ing too much on the momentum of that old 
and respectable organization to carry it 
successfully through the next campaign. 
We should have supposed that their expe- 
rience in 1884 would show them the danger 
of such a reliance; it certainly ought to be 
plain to them that that danger is very much 
greater now than it was then. The.mo- 
mentum to which they trusted then was so 
far insufficient that their craft was brought 
toadead standstill, and it remains to be 
seen whether, on the whole, it has not in 
the meantime gone back rather than for- 
ward. It should beclearto any attentive 
observer that the motives that might very 
fairly have been expected in 1884 to in- 
duce voters who. had previously acted with 
the Republican Party to continue to do so 
will not be so strong next year as they then 
were. 

In the first place, there was then still lin- 
gering and exerting a very considerable in- 
fluence the negative motive for co-operation 
with the Republicans supplied by the fear 
that the accession to power of the Demo- 
cratic Party would in some way impair the 
results of the war, lessen the security of 
the enfranchised slaves, open the way to 
extravagant claims on the Treasury from 
the South, and establish a generally mis- 
chievous supremacy of the late “rebel ele-

not been realized.

Added to this fear of the Democratic ad- 
vent to power was the other, much more 
reasonable, that the policy of the Govern- 
ment as to the currency would be weak- 
ened and disturbed by an Administration 
of that party. Business men in all parts of 

the country, but particularly in the large 
centres of commerce and finance, 
| very well how very delicate was the situa- 
| tion of the country as to the currency, how 
great was the peril latent in the forced cir- 
culation of Government notes. the forced 


knew 
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coinage of silver dollars, and the arbitrary 
practice only indirectly authorized by law 
by which the gold reserve was maintained 
in the Treasury and the Government pay- 
ments were made in gold. They felt that 
it would involve great risk to put the 
Treasury into the hands of men not bound 
by the traditions then prevailing. They 
knew that a little ignorance, a little temer- 
ity, even a little honest narrowness and 
obstinacy in a department where such vast 
consequences depended upon the use of a most 
difficult and undefined discretion, might 
bring us to silver payments, seriously in- 
jure the credit of the Government, and 
plunge the country into confusion. This 
fear is absolutely dissipated. The tradi- 
tions of the Treasury have not been broken 
with; they have been immensely strength- 
ened, and the discretion by which the enor- 
mous interests affected by the department 
have been protected has been used with 
greater wisdom, firmness, and courage than 
ever before. The Treasury is safer now 
than at any time since 1878. 

A candid consideration of the facts we 
have mentioned—and they are, of course, 
but a few of those bearing on the situation— 
will show that victory will not come to the 
Republicans next year by merely waiting 
for it. In the trial before the people of the 
question, Shall there be a change in the 
National Government ? the burden of proof 
is clearly shifted. Those who insist on the 
change will have to show, first, that the 
change ought to be made, and second, that 
it ought to be made in their favor. At 
present the Republican leaders are singular- 
ly neglecting both these tasks.

OBRIEN AND “LABOR.” 

Apparently the Anti-Poverty Society, with 
all that it implies, is managed by the same 
men who operate District Assembly No. 49 
of the Knights of Labor. The same methods 
appear in the conduct of each of these or- 
ganizations, as they no doubt appeared in 
the councils of the Anti-Poverty Society of 
which CLauDE DuvaLand RICHARD TURPIN 
‘were conspicuous members something over 
a hundred years ago. 

The attempt to make it appear that there 
is any likeness between the social and po- 
litical conditions of this country and of Ire- 
land is almost more silly than it is impu- 
dent. If such a likeness could be made out 
the effect of the demonstration would be to 
alienate American sympathy from Ireland, 
because all Americans know that laboring 
men in this country have no class griev- 
ances that legislation can redress. In no 
former time and in no other country at this 
time has been or is the lot of the man 
whose only capital is his head and 
his hands so happy as in the United 
States to-day. Of this we have the 
best of all evidence in the continuous 
migration of the discontented and the dis- 
tressed of Europe to ourshores. Such of 
these as have fallen into distress in their 

own countries through no fault of their 
own go to work in the cities or become land 
owners in the country. They find themselves 
comparatively comfortable at the start, and 
in a few years they find themselves com- 
pletely comfortable, while the specially 
fortunate or the specially industrious and 
intelligent among them have amassed com- 
petences. From these we hear no complaints, 

Among the men who have failed at home 
because they would fail anywhere there is 
a great deal of discontent. They do not ad- 
mit even to themselves, and much less to 
others, that they have failed through their 
own fault, and itis they who talk about the 


wrongs of labor and the iniquities of law. | 


When two more or less demented persons 
opened a cave of Adullam and called it an 
Anti-Poverty Society it was to be ex- 
pected that it would be thronged by people 
who imagine that they would fare better 
if society were upset and.a general redistri- 
bution of property enforced. Happily the 
same weakness that prevents them ftom be- 
ing successful under the existing social sys- 
tem prevents them also from being formi- 
dable assailants of thatsystem. What they 
have developed alike in their character as 
Knights of Labor and in their character as 
anti-poverty men is a shameless and un- 
scrupulous disregard of the rights of other 
people, and a fondness for the lowest and 
dirtiest kind of political intrigue. 

The O’Brien incident illustrates these 
traits in a very startling fashion. Mr. 
O’BRIEN came to this country as a.represent- 
ative of the Irish cause, and upon the eve of 
his departure a public demonstration in his 
honor was arranged ostensibly by sympa- 
thizers with that cause. It turned out, 
however, that all they wanted of Mr. 
O’BRIEN or his cause was to use both as 
a makeweight of the Labor Party in 
local politics, a party which unites crim- 
inal practices with a ridiculous theory. 
The resolutions they had prepared for the 
occasion declared that the movement rep- 
resented by Mr. O’BRIEN had for its object 
the abolition of private property in land. 
Mr. O’BRIEN, a8 aman with some reputa- 
tion to lose, both for sense and for probity, 
declined to be made use of for the po- 
litical purposes of the Labor Union, and he 
was therefore made the subject of a boy- 


eott. It is probably the first time 
that the principal speeches at a public 
meeting were ever devoted to denouncing 
the man in whose honor the meeting had 
been arranged. Because he could not be

THE: AFFAIR AT NOGALES. 

The action of the Mexican Government 
with regard to the military officers who in- 
vaded our territory at Nogales must be high- 
ly satisfactory to all who desire that nothing 
shall occur to disturb the peace and har- 
mony which characterize the relations, ex- 
isting between the two republics. The 
Mexican Government has published in the 
Diario Oficial of May 26 the correspondence 
between Minister MANNING and Sefior 
MARISCAL, Secretary of Foreign Relations, 
together with Sefior MarRIscAt’s report of a, 
conference with our Minister. 

Lieut. GUTIERREZ, of the Mexican Army, 
crossed the boundary and © ommitted in 
Nogales, Arizona, an offense for which he 
was arrested and imprisoned. Thereupon 
his commanding ofiicer, Col. ARV1zU, with 
certain subordinates, invaded Nogales and 
rescued GUTIERREZ, who was in the custody 
of the Sheriff. Secretary BAyarD demand- 
ed, through Minister MANNING, the imme- 
diate surrender of GUTIERREZ to the civil 
authorities of Arizona and an apology for 
the invasion of our territory. In reply 
the Mexican Government offered re- 
dress for the outrage, and promised 
that the culprits should be punished. 
Minister MANNING wrote to Secretary Mar- 
ISCAL on March 21 that while our Govern- 
ment recognized the attitude of Mexico 
with great satisfaction and was confident 
that the offenders would be punished, still 
it did not think it “compatible with its 
dignity to be satisfied with less than the 
return to its jurisdiction of the rescued 
prisoner.” As to the rescuers, it would be 
content if they should be punished 
at home. At a conference held on 
April 6 Secretary Mariscat acknowl- 
edged the right of the United States to. 
demand the restoration of GUTIERREZ, but 
submitted some good reasons why this man 
should be dealt with by his own Govern- 
ment. The surrender of an officer whose 
trial at home was already in progress, to be. 
tried in a foreign country, might greatly‘ir-.; 
titate the people of the frontier ‘and cause 
unfortunate complications. President D1az 
‘was opposed to such a surrender, because he 
had determined to treat all of the offend- 
ers with exemplary severity,.in. order-that. 
others might be restrained from com- 
mitting similar outrages. If GUTIERREZ 


should be returned to Arizona the} 


authorities there could punish him only for 
.® slight misdemeanor, and the penalty 
‘would be imprisonment for only a few 
months, at the most. This’ would prevent 
his punishment at home, for it would not 
be lawful to try him in Mexico a second 
time. If he should remain in Mexico he 
would surely suffer a-severe penalty. More- 
over, it would be,unjust to punish his com- 
panions with great severity and at the 
same time to allow him to escape with 
trifling punishment., It was desirable,,for 
the best interests,of both countries, that 


GUTIERREZ and his rescuers should all be. 


tried under military law. 

These considerations met ‘the,approval of 
Minister MANNING, who seems to have acted. 
with excellent tact and discretion, and he 
reported them to Secretary Bayarp. The 
Mexican Government’s proposition was that 
the demand for the surrender of GUTIERREZ 
should be withdrawn pending the trial 
then going on, the right.to make such a de- 
mand being recognized. This proposition 
appears to have been accepted. On April 
14 Secretary MARISCAL writes to Minister 
MANNING that he: hopes the suspension of 
the original demand does not permit a re- 
newal of it after the conclusion of the trial, 
if the punishment should be severe,,and de- 
clares that our Government has shown a 
spirit of friendly conciliation worthy of 
praise and gratitude. 

The result of the. trial was a sentence of 
death for Col. Arvizu, Sergt. VALENZUELA, 
and Lieut. GUTIERREZ. Thereupon Minis- 
ter MANNING assured Secretary MARISCAL 
that our Government had with great satis- 
faction learned of the promptitude with 
which the Mexican Government had dealt 
with acrime of such extreme gravity, but 
that the penalty of death was regarded as 
excessive. Therefore Secretary BAYARD had 
instructed him to ask that the lives.of the 
offenders might be spared. In reply Secre- 
tary MARISCAL assured Mr. MANNING -that 
President D1raz had noted with appreciation 


the philanthropic sentiments of the United , 


States, and would hold them ready for use 
if the sentence of death should be.confirmed 
on appeal. 

The Mexican Government, in publishing 
the correspondence, directs attention to the 
prudence, as well as the friendly harmony, 
with which the two republics have worked 
together in this case. It seems to us that 
the result of the negotiations proves the 
wisdom and tact of those who carried them 
on. The Mexican Government has done all 
in its power to punish the marauders, and 
it is not probable that so satisfactory a 
settlement could have been reached if 
GUTIERREZ had been delivered to the civil 
authorities of Arizona. 








The Emigration Commissioners at Boston 
were only executing the law when they 
forbade the landing of a penniless lunatic 
from the Cunard steamer Cephalonia.

THE NEW REPUBLICAN LEADER. 
From Harper’s Weekly. 

The losing battle for party interests 
which the Republican majority in the New-York 
Legislature played throughout its recent ses- 
sion culminated in the letter of Mr. Thomas C. 


Platt after the adjournment. Mr. Platt suc- 
ceeas Mr. Seward and Mr. Conkling as the Re- 
publican leader in the largest of the States 
whose electoral vote will be very inportant in 
the election of next year, and his letter may be 
taken as an illustration of his fitness for leader- 
_ and of the advantage to the jpeets of such 
a leader. It is an ill natured and insol- 
ent communication to the Governor of 
New-York, proposing to make a bar- 
gain with him about the office which, 
under the law, Mr. Platt still holds, 
although his term has long since expired, 
and itisan offer which shows both Mr. Platt’s 
methodsin politics and his ignorance of the 
Constitution of the State.

MR. SHERMAN AT SPRINGFIELD. 
From Harper's Weekly. 

Mr. Sherman’s recent speech at Springe 
field, 1l., has been read with profound regret 
not only by those whose party ties are less 
stringent than his, but by great multitudes of 
Republicans. Itis no secret that Mr. Sherman’s 
friends had hoped to present in him a candidate 
for the Presidency who might recall the Re- 
publicans who would not support Mr. 
Blaine, and the spirit of Mr. Sher 
man’s recent speech at Nashville was 
so liberal and patriotic that it encour 
aged the belief that he recognized clearly the 
necessity of conducting the campaign of next 
— upon something else than party traditions. 

ad Mr. Sherman been nominated in 1884 there 
would have been no Republican bolt. That bolt 
was then and still is described as afree trade 
secession from the Republican Party under the 
aq of personal dissatisfaction with Mr. Blaine. 

he falsity of this assertion fwas evident, be- 
cause the especial candidate of the seceders was 
Mr. Edmunds, who is no less a protectionist than 
Mr. Blaine, and because some of the most prom- 
inent independent Republicans of that year, like 
Henry C. Lea, of Philadelphia, were among the 
most strenuous of protectionists. It was not 
unnatural to suppose that those independent 2 
voters might support in 1888 a candidate whom 
they would have supported in 1884. The situa- 
tion, however, is not the same. The actual Ad- 
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ministration of a Democratic President 
has removed many apprehensions. The 
impression that the Republican con- 
trol of the Government is the only 


really safe control has vanished. The Repub- 
lican Party in opposition has done little to re- 
store its old prestige. The first significant sign 
of its apprehension of the changed condition 
was the tone of Mr. Sherman's speech at Nash- 
ville. It recognized both the sincerity and the 
bravery of the Confederate side in the civil war. 
It hailed the restoration of national feeling and 
the revival of industry in the old Confederate 
States. It acknowledged that new issues now 
commanded public attention, It did not assume 
any surrender of what the war had gained. 
The reception of this speech by_ Bourbon Re- 
pubdlicanism has plainly alarmed Mr. Sherman, 
and thetone of his Springfield speech is that of 
Mr. Blaine’s speech at Augusta after his defeat 2 
in 1884. The speechis an unworthy appeal to 
old animosities and the prejudices of a day that 
is past. Mr. Sherman even condescends to stig- 
matize the party of the Administration as a 
Confederate party and ‘the left wing of 
the new Confederate army.” This is not an &r- 
gument; it is merely an effort to inflame old 
enmities, which it is the duty of patriotic states- 
manship, so far as possible, to appease. All 
such talk is wholly unworthy of a statesman of 
Mr. Sherman’s character and ability. His 
Springfield speech will not rally recruits from 
the Blaine camp, if such were its object, while it 
totally destroys the hopeful significance of the 
speech at Nashville.

The Vandalia for several years past has been 
controlied by the Pennsylvania mpany, and 
was operated by it'as a part ofits system. The 
Pennsylvania, it is claimed, was not aware of 
the negotiations going on for its transfer to the 
Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton system, and 
when the consummation of the bargain was an- 
nounced the Pennsylvania was taken completely 
by surprise. The sale of the Vandalia proves a 
serious loss to the Pennsylvania, as it deprives 
this company of an independent outlet east 
from St. Louis. 

The treatment which President McKeen, of 
the Vandalia, has lately received from the Penn- 
sylvania is satd to be the principal cause why 
the Pennsylvania lost control of the property. 
President McKeen often disagreed with the 
Pennsylvania people regarding the management 
of Sern. but his wishes were generally 
ignored, and quite often orders issued by him 
were rescinded again by subordinates who re- 
ceived their instructions from the managers of 
the Pennsylvania. On this account Mi. Mco- 
Keen has for some time been on anythinz’ .5 
friendly terms with the management oi is 
Pennsy)vania, and when the opportunity offered 
te get even he disposed of his holdings to the 
Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton syndicate, thus 

ving the latter control of the Vandalia and 

ng its management from the Pennsylvania. 

It is related that the action of the Pennsylva- 
pia in boycotting those of its Western connec- 
tions which refused to subscribe to its demands 
regarding the abolition of commissions, more 
than anything else, brought President McKeen 
to the determination to wrest the Vandalia from 
the Pennsylvania and place it under other con- 
trol. He was strongly opposed to the action of 
the Pennsylvania in refusing to sell tickets over 
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UNION PACIFIC PLANS. 

CxIcaGo, June 7.—It is reported upon re- 
liable authority that the recent purchase of 
Rattlesnake Island, in San Pedro Bay, south of 
Los Angeles, Cal., is for the Union Pacific. This 
company, it is claimed, has purchased the island 
for terminal purposes. If the report turns out to 
be correctit will be almost positive evidence that 
the Union Pacific contemplates the construction 
of an independent outlet to the Pacific coast in 
California. The company, by leasing the Oregon 
Railway and Navigation Company, has secured 
an independent outlet to the coast in Oregon, 
but on direct business fo California points it is 
still dependent upon the Central Pacific for an 
outlet, and the exactions of the latter are often 
so unreasonable as to prevent the Union Pacific 


from competing for that traffic with the South- 
ern lines, 

A few years ago the Union Pacific acquired 
the ownership of the Utah Central Railroad, 
which runs nearly south from Ogden to Frisco, 
Utah, a distance of about 280 miles. The ex- 
pressed intention at the time was to extend the 
road through Western Utah and Nevada to the 
coast, but the hard times of 1883-5 came on 
and the project was dropped. Simultaneously 
the. Denver and Rio Grande extended its 
road to the Stateline dividing Utah and Colorado, 
and the Denver and Rio Grande Western took 
up the line there and continued it to Ogden. At 
the time this extension was effected the inten- 
tion was to get to the coast; but, as in the case 
of the Union Pacific, hard times stopped the 
work. The Denver and Rio Grande Western 
passed into the hands of a Receiver and the 
whole subject was postponed. 

Lately a deal has taken place between the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy and the Denver 
and Rio Grande people, the details of which 
have not yet transpired. Both the Rio Grande 
roads have been taken out of the hands of Re- 
ceivers, and appear to have all the money re- 
quired to meet their obligations, and, more siz- 
nificant than this, the narrow gauge track of the 
Denver' and Rio Grande Western has been 
straddled and a third rail laid, giving it standard 
gauge, which is that of the Burlington and Mis- 
souri from the Missouri River to Denver. 

, Lately, also, a bargain isreported to have been 
made between the Union Pacific and the Chica- 

0, Burlington and Quincy to build jointly to the 

acific coast from Frisco, Utah. The Burlington 
would begin, of course, by building a line from a 
point on the Denver and Rio Grande Western, 
near the base of the mountain, across Utah to 
Friseo. Then either or both the companies 
jointly would undertake the construction of 
aroad westward, entering Nevada in White 
Pine County, and striking across the country to 
meet the Carson and Colorado road somewhere 
in Esmeralda County. This latter line would 
then form! a part of the trunk line, and 
would be extended on the surveyed course into 
Inyo, San Bernardino, and Los Angeles Counties, 
California, finally fetching up at the harbor of 
San Pedro, where the Union Pacific is said to 
have just secured Rattlesnake Island. 

If the scheme is carried out it will give Los 
Angeles a transcontinental road of its own, and 
itis quite possible that the Union Pacific may 
find it practicable, at least for a time, to transact 
its business with San Francisco over one of the 
two lines of the Southern Pacific, which next 
year will connect Los Angeles and San Fran- 
cisco. Later on, however, it is quite likely that 
the Union: Pacific will build a line from San 
Pedro to San Francisco.

AFFAIRS AT WASHINGTON, 


WHY THE FRENCH SPOLIATION CASES 
HAVE NOT BEEN DECIDED. 

WASHINGTON, June 7.—Numerous claim- 
ants, scattered all over the United States, who 
have interests in the French spoliation cases 
pending before the Court of Claims, feel disap- 
pointed that the court has adjourned till October 
next without passing upon the test questions 
affecting their claims. This, however, was un- 
avoidable. Judge Davis, to whom the court con- 
fided the duty of preparing the opinion on 
the questions raised by the Government as to 


the effect of the retaliatory legislation of 
Congress in 1798 un the legal standing of these 
claims, was also reqested to prepare an opinion 
upon another matter of more current interest, 
and could not render both opinionaintime. The 
judgments of the Court of Claims are jeaijously 
guarded by the clerk of the court, who is the 
authorized reporter and publisher of an 
annual volume of decisions, at $5, or some- 
thing like it, a copy: and is scrupulously 
careful to prevent, possible, any indication 
of important decisions being given to the press 
in advance of the authorized edition of reports. 
On the last day of the session of the court 
Judge Davis re an elaborate opinion on ths 
question of the removal of Territorial Judges 
by President Cleveland during the recess of the 
Senate. He rejects their claims for salary dur- 
ing the interim before the confirmation of their 
successors, holding that they were merejcreat- 
ures of legislation, subject to removal at 
will, An appeal from this decision to the 
Supreme Court of the United States was 
promptly taken, and wiil undoubtedly be 
strongly pressed. Fifty-three French spoliation 
cases arising in the States of New-York, Connec- 
ticut, Massachusetts, Peunsylvania, Indiana, 
Virginia, and North and South Carolina are now 
pending before the court. The claims in regard 
to four other vessels favorably adjudicated upon 
were reported to the last Congress for appro- 
sriation, but were temporarily smothered in 

r. Randall’s committee. It is well understood 
that the decision of the court when rendered on 
the points now under advisement will bein 
favor of the claimants. The delay only occurs 
from lack of time to prepare the opinion

The Post Office Department has already is- 
sued orders to extend the free delivery system 
to ten or a dozen small cities in New-York State 


which have not hitherto had that privilege, 
from the lst of July next, the beginning of the 
new fiscal year. The most important office in 
the whole State which has not yet been placed 
under the free delivery system is Long Island 
City. It isunderstood that the changeis greatly 
desired by the people, and that every require- 


ment of law or regulation has been 
complied with except one, which is 
that there shall be a uniform system 


of naming and numbering streets and houses. 
Long Island City, as at present composed, em- 
braces a number of former suburbs. There are, 
consequently, streets with duplicate names and 
there is much confusion as to the numbering. 
Major Bates, chief of the free delivery system, 
has written to the new Postmaster, Mr. McKenna, 
ointing out the necessity of establishing a uni- 
‘orm system of naming and numbering before 
the free delivery system can be carried into 
effect, and he has implicit confidence in Mr. Mce- 
Kenna’s energy and ability to carry the reform 
through before the time fixed for the new law to 
go into operation. er

The adverse decision of the District Supreme 
Court as to one of the old “blue laws,” closing 
drug stores, newspaper stands, and tobacconists’ 


shops on Sunday in Washington city, has set 
antiquarians in search of ancient laws still on 
the statute books of Maryland and Virginia un- 
repealed, and which are believed to be quite as 
applicable to this District, formed as it is out of 
those two States, as any of the recent laws 
sought to be enforced. In 1723 Maryland 
passed a law against Sabbath breakers, 
providing that men ‘should not labor 
or profane the day by gaming, fishing, 
hunting or other unlawful pastimes or recrea- 
tions, under fine of 200 pounds of tobacco.” 
This law was unrepealed when the District of 
Columbia was ceded to the United States, has 
never been repealed by Congress, and is, there- 
fore, it is said, a law in the national capital. 
The Maryland law against blasphemy, still ex- 
tant, provides as a punishment that the offender 
shall be, for the first oftense, bored through the 
tongue with a hot iron and find £20. Fora 
second offense he shall be burned upon 
the forehead with the letter ‘B” and fined 
£40. For athird offense he shall suffer death 
without benefitjof clergy. There is alsoa Virginia 
law still extant which imposes a fine of 50 

ounds of tobacco on @ man absenting himself 
hom church one month without valid excuse. An 
act was also passed in that State providing for 
the punishment of “babbling women” by three 
ducks in the horse pond on a ducking chair or 
stool, and funds were appropriated for making 
the chair. It is not known how far back the 
District Commissioners in their superserviceable 
zeal willattempt to carry the penal code of the 
District. <

The resolution of the Brooklyn Board of 
Aldermen fixing the City Hall Park as the site 
for the proposed soldiers and sailors’ monu- 
ment was signed yesterday by Mayor Whitney 
and a copy filed with the Park Commissioners. 


The resolution was adopted under the authority 
of a State law, and the Park Commissioners 
have no jurisdiction in the matter. This action 
of the Aldermen creates a dispute between them 
and the Trustees of the Beecher monument 
fund, who had selected City Hall Park as the 
site for the statue of Mr. Beecher. Frequent 
conferences have been held with the Park Com- 
missioners, and their consent to the plan 
has been obtained. But both monuments can- 
not standin one place, and according to the 
views of the Park Commissioners expressed yes- 
terday the Beecher Trustees must give way and 
select their site somewhere else. Commissioner 
Harteav expressed the sentiment of the board 
when he said that they would shield themselves 
from blame behind the fact that no formal con- 
sent to the proposal of the Beecher Committee 
had yet been given.

RAIN AND MURKY WEATHER TRY IN

WEsT Point, June 7.—Never let it be said 
again that the prayers of youth are disregarded. 
Last night hundreds of such were wafted up 
from the hearts of distressed young ladies, who 
prayed for fair weather to-day, and it has rained 
or lowered pretty much all the time since 8 
o’clock last night.

THE PRESS OLUBS GRAVES. 

An event will occur on Sunday afternoon 
in the dedication of the Press Club monument at 
Cypress Hills, which will enlist the attention and 
sympathy of every newspaper writer in this city. 
The monument has been reared with little aid 
outside of the profession. It is a granite shaft 


38 feet high and stands in the centre of a beg 
comprising 25 buriallots. A simple inscription, 
“‘Erected by the New-York Press Club,” across 
the pedestal, alone marks the perfect surface of 
the shaft. 

Two graves lie at the foot of the monument. 
One contains the body of John B. Wood, twice 
President and for many years the leading spirit 
of the club, and in the other rests Charles H. 
Pulham, the fourth President of the club. Eleven 
graves crein one corner of the plot. Some of 
those buried there were not members of the 
club, but all were newspaper men. A headstone 
marks each grave. 

The ceremonies will begin at 2 o’clock witha 
dirge chanted by the Amphion Society of Brook- 
lyn.

ARRESTED FOR EMBRACERY 


THE MEN WHO PLEADED FOR 
JACOB SHARP 
HELD FOR THE ACTION OF THE GRAND 
JURY—ONE VACANT PLACE STILL IN 
THE JURY BOX. 

The proceedings against the. three men 
charged with embracery in the Sharp case be- 
gan yesterday morning with the affixing of the 
signatures of Messrs. Hudson, Sutton, and Ray- 
smond to their depositions taken the day before. 
The depositions were bright and cheerful in 
artistic covers of red leatherette with red rib- 
bons. The signers were duly solemn. 

Thereupon Judge Barrett issued State war- 
rants, respectively charging Jobn Vander- 
bilt and George H, Warner with embracery and 
George W, Linch with attempt at embracery, 
John Vanderbilt is the young man yesterday 
described as Hoogland. Old Mr, Hudson ex- 
plained, when he came to sign, that the young 
man’s mother had exchanged her widowhood as 
Mrs. Vanderbfit for asecond state of matrimo- 
ny and Mrs. Hoogland and he had thus made the 
error of calling the young man by his step- 
father’s name. 

The warrants were intrusted to Detective Phil 
Reilly and Deputy Sheriff Kernan. These two 
officers started on a long and arduous search for 
the defendants. Every device known to the 


trained detective was brought to bear and all 
sibie avenues of escape were looked after. 

be first man found was Linch, he be' dis- 
eovered in the court roomin his usual chair, 
within a foot or so of Mr. Sharp. Similar suc- 
eess crowned the other searches, Vander- 
bilt being caught near the gate and War 
ner on e other side of the rail, The 
three defendants stepped out into the corridor, 
the warrants were served, and the whole party 
went over to the District Attorney’s office. 
ae defendant was accompanied by a lawyer, 
anderbilt having Charles A. Runk, Linch ex- 
Assemblyman House, 





and Warner William 
Allen. Bail in each case was fixed at $2,000, 
pnd was promptly furnished, for Vanderbilt by 
his mother, Susan A. Hoogiand, of 29 West 
F¥orty-eighth-street; for Warner by his employ- 
er, Mr. Townsend, of Townsend & Yale, 345 
Broadway, and for Linch by Moses Weil, of 263 
East Tenth-street. 

At the opening of the afternoon session in 
court Warner and Linch waived examination, 


’ and were held to answer before the Grand Jury 


without examination. This latter 
took place without the knowledge of the defense. 
Mr. Parsons was not informed of it until .the 
court was about to adjourn. The court stated in 
the morning that he would make the warrants re- 
turnable at 5 o’clock, and the enor of the law- 
yers that no examination was to be had was nat- 
ural. To Mr. Parsons’s protest Judge Barrett an- 
nounced that as the parties had chosen to waive 
Bn examination there was nothing to do but com- 
mit them. This ended the embracery cases, as 
the defendants will now be investigated by the 
Grand Jury.

THE AOTORS’ FUND. 


A SPIRIT OF OPPOSITION AT THE AN- 
NUAL MEETING. 

The annual meeting of the Actors’ Fund 
of America took place yesterday afternoon at 
the Madison-Square Theatre. A, M. Palmer pre- 
sided, The meeting was very well attended, 
about 400 members being present. On the stage, 
with President Palmer, were Col. W. E. Sinn, T. 
Henry French, Harrison Grey Fiske, A. J. Dit- 
tenhoefer, H. ©. Miner, John P. Smith, M. H. 
Mallory, Benjamin Baker, and other prominent 
members of the fund. 

President Palmer's address was a2 summary of - 
the progress of the fund and of its present situ- 
ation. In the six years therehad been expended 


for charitable purposes $76,599 12 ana re- 
ceived $121,184 25; 1,233 cases had_ been re- 
lieved and 234 burials provided for. Last year 
217 cases met relief and 44 burials were made. 
There was on hand now a balance of $34,264 46, 
The membership was 1,046. There had been a 
slight decrease in membership, which the 
Trustees thought was due to certain faults in 
management which might be remedied. 

President Palmer spoke strongly in favor of 

iving the proceeds of theatrical licenses to the 
Sore’ Fund. He showed that of 441 benefits 
freely given by members of the profession 180, 
with an aggregate profit of $125,972, weregiven 
to churches and religious societies; 188, with 
receipts of $125,024, to literary and benevolent 
societies; 73, with receipts of $38,548, to actors, 
Among these last were 9 with receipts of 
$12,000 for the Actors’ Fund. What other pro- 
fession, he asked, would agree to give the pro- 
ceeds of a day’s labor and use of “plant” to 
these objects? “Itis a fact,” he said, “that in 
this very city a hospital which has received 
many favors from the dramatic profession, which 
wasin fact originally started by funds from a 
benefit, refused to take one of our beneficiaries 
except for a price we were unable to pay.” 

Just as the report of the Treasurer was about 
to be approved Louis Aldrich moved that a com- 
mittee of three be appointed to audit the ac- 
counts. This motion, which President Palmer 
stated was not needed, as the Trustees had al- 
ready audited the accounts, was the occasion of 
some contention, but was adopted after a close 
vote. Then came thereport of a special com- 
mittee composed of Dion Boucicault, F. W. San- 

er, J. H. Stoddard, Newton Gotthold, and Mrs. 

osa M, Lelaad, which recommended the acqui- 
sition of a house and lotfor a permanent head- 
quarters. Mr. Palmer declared carried a motion 
to refer the matter to the next Board of Trustees, 
despite objections from several who wanted to 
talk on the matter, and this seemed to increase 
the spirit of opposition which had appeared. 

The election of officers was next in order. 
Mark Meyer wanted to know why this should 
not be done by ballot, as the constitution pro- 
vided.

Fleming, who said he thought there should be no 
more bickering or quarreling, brought Louis 
Aldrich again to his feet. 

“T deny that there has been any quarreling 
or bickering here. Idonotlike to sit by and 
hear one of the members sat upon by the Chair- 
man,as Mr. Meyer has been.- All I want isa 
chance for fair discussion. I have heard scan- 
dals about this Board of Trustees.” 

President Palmer shook his gavel. ‘Tinsist 
upon your withdrawing those terms,” he said.

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GEN. FITZGERALD’S ANSWER TO MAYOR 
HEWITI’S LETTER 


The letter of Mayor Hewitt, published 
yesterday, to Gen. Louis Fitzgerald in regard to 
military parades in Central Park has drawn 
forth the following reply: 

NEW-YORK, June 7, 1887. 
The Hon. Abram 8. Hewitt, Mayor of the City of 
New-York: 

DEAK SIR: On May 30 I returned to this city and 
learned that the Legislature had passed a bill allow- 
ing the First Brigade to parade annually in the Cen- 
tral Park. Ihad never seon or heard of the bill, 
and had nothing to do with its preparation or 
passage. OnJunel you wrote me to ask for an 
opinion on the subject. I at once called 

© regimental commanders together and found 
that they all believed that the Park could 
be properly used as contemplated by _ the 
bill, and that the benefits from such a use would out- 
weigh the slight injury which the Park might sus- 
tain. This opinion, in which I concurred, I] commu- 
nicated to you in a respectfiniletter. Our view of 
the question might be rightormightbe wrong. Our 
interest in the National Guard might perhaps bius 
our judgment, but when you asked our opinion it 
seemed proper to state it, even if itdid not coincide 
with your own, and it never occurred to me that in 
comp ying with your official request I was exposing 
myself or the officers for whom I spoke to being 
publicly lectured. 

You  ayera aa wrote and published a letter which 
you willhardly call, as youdid your first, a “civil” 
one, Youuntruly charge me with seeking to have 
a@ statute “‘repealed without notice to my fellow- 
citizens.” You deride my ‘‘amazing ignorance;” 
you insinuate that I pretend to speak on behalf of 
those whom I have no title to represent, and you 
scold at me for holding an opinion which I had con- 
veyed to you only at your request. Before the pub- 
lication of your letter, as you may have heard, 
the commanding officers of the brigade had 
decided not to ask for a privilege which 
the local authorities were so anxious to withhold, 
and there is therefore no occasion for controversy 
about the bill itself; but I cannot receive without 
protest a letter which in form is, to say the least, so 
unusual. Making every allowance for the exigen- 
cies of your position, there can be no reason why 
you should misrepresent my motives or those of 
other officers. or should take me to task for convey- 
ing to youat your request the opinions which you 

sought. You could hardly have supposed that I 
would misstate them from a desire to accede to your 
wishes.

FEW FOOD ADULTERATIONS. 
Mayor Hewitt yesterday sent to the Board 
of Aldermen a report of the Board of Health on 
the subject of food adulterations 
tained the following remarks: 


“The experience of this department has been that 
cases of hurtful adulteration of food and liquor are 
comparatively rare. The adulterations usually en- 
countered are made in the interest of bulk and cheap- 
ness, and the materials used for this purpose are sel- 
dom in any other respect hurtful than that they are

likely to be indigestible. In the case of liquors, even 
of imitation wines into which no grape juice enters, it 


has been found that if the alcohol is eliminated only 
the fruit syrups of the soda fountain remain. * 8 
It is difficult, if not impossible, to find on sale in 
New-York a sample of confectionery with poisonous 
coloring or flavoring. There has also been a marked 
improvement in the character of the milk and meat 
supply of the city, and such adulterations as are 
known to exist are simply frauds on the purchaser. 
As frauds they ao not come under our notice. 

“The dangers with which our sense of duty 
promptus to cope with most vigorously are those 
arising from the sale of contaminated food. This 
we are doing as well as we are able, considering the 
insufficient means at our command. * * * Iam 
of the opinion that the statements published by 
authority of the American Society tor the Preven- 
tion of the Adulteration of Food, quoted in the reso- 
lutions of the Common Council, greatly exaggerate 
the facts—not as tothe prevalence of adulteration, 
butasto the effect upon the public health of the 
kinds of frauds perpetrated.”

Hartt com 
plaips also that, although the members of 
the Knights’ Executive Board who caused 
his leaving the shop were indicted for conspiracy 
and held to await the action of the Grand Jury 
six weeks ago, the cause has not been brought 
before that body yet. Clerk Sparks, of the Gen- 
eral Sessions, explained yesterday that the pa- 
pers in the case had only been received three 
weeks ago, and then notin an official way, but 
merely that the District Attorney's office might 
have them to answer the writs of habeas corpus 


and certiorari obtained by defendant’s counsel. 
These were issned on May 19. The hearing on 
them was adjourned by Judge Barrett, with the 


consent of the District Attorney, till June2. a 
further adjournment was taken on the latter 
date to June 16, when the case will come up.

LESS WORK AND LESS PAY. 
ELEVATED ROAD EMPLOYES SAY THEY 
HAVE BEEN TRICKED. 

Elevated railroad employes are much ex- 
asperated at a move made on Monday by the 
enterprising company they serve. Their discon- 
tent was considerably increased when it became 
known yesterday that Gov. Hill had signed the 
bill which prohibits the employment of surface 
and elevated railroad employes in New-York and 


Brooklyn for more than 10 in every consecutive 
12 hours. 


On Monday last all the ticket agents, gatemen, 
and porters employed by the companythe only 
employes who work 12 hours a day—were asked 


to sign a paper by which they consented to em- 
ployment by the hour instead of by the day, as 
eretofore. Not understanding very well what 
the paper meant, all the men affixed their 
names. A little reflection showed them that 
they had sold their right to work only 
10 hours a day, because only by continuing 
to work 12 can they earn their old wages. The 
paper which the men were asked, not compelled, 
to sign provides that their employment shall 
thereafter be at so much per hour and establishes 
the following grades: Gatemen for the firat year, 
10 cents per hour, instead of $1 25 per day, and 
thereafter 1215 cents per hour, instead of $1 50 
per day; ticket agents of more than one year’s 
standing, 15 to 18 cents per hour. 

One oft the gatemen said yesterday. “I did 
not know what I was doing when I signed the 
paper. I was simply asked to sign it and was 
afraid to refuse. I ama first-year gateman and 
getlOcents an hour. It was as much as I 
eould do to live on my old wages—$1 25 per 
day. I can’t live ona dollar a day.” 

The same feeling was manifested by other 
men who were interviewed onthe subject. All 
were angry, but none seemed disposed to take 
any action in the matter, being afraid to do any- 
thing for fear of — discharged. Some, how- 
ever, expresged the determination to leave the 


wars is” Sy ee: 

Col, F. K. Hain, General Manager of the ele- 
vated system, refused to be interviewed. Presi- 
dent Robert M. Gallaway said: “ Yes, itis true 
that we have asked some of our employes to 
sign a paper whicad will enable them to work 12 
hours a day without violating the new law. We 
have used no compulsion. The bill maxes it a 
misdemeanor for any corporation to make an 
employe work more than 10 consecutive hours. 
Now we exact nothing.” 

The surface railroad people seemed indifferent 
to the bill, both officials and employes. The of- 
ficers of the Second, Third, Fourth, Sixth, and 
Eighth avenue lines said that they should take 
no action until the men made a formai demand. 
What might then occur they could not say. A 
conductor on the Third-avenue line said he be- 
heved the bill would bring about no change 
whatever. ‘Drivers and conductors,” he con- 
tinued, “now receive $2 a dav for four or five 
trips, according to the length of the road. It 
would be. impossible to make that number of 
trips in 10 hours. A trip less each day, which 
would be necessary to come within the limit 
prescribed by the bill, would mean so much 
money less for us. That would sbe 
a greater evil than the extra two hours. 
On some of the roads, too, they make the regular 
number of trips in from five to twenty minutes 
less than twelve hours.” 

Conductors and drivers on the other lines told 
substantially the same story. The employes of 
the Second-avenue road belong to an assembly 
of the Knights of Labor, and at their weekly 
meeting Saturday night will discuss the bill, 
though no action is looked for. The system in 
use on the Broadway line already comes within 
the provisions of the new law, $2 a day being 
paid for five trips, taking an hour and forty min- 
utes each, eight hours and forty minutes in all. 








MAMIE WNAMARA’S STORY. 
SHE STEALS MONEY, RUNS AWAY, AND 
GOES ABOUT DRESSED AS A BOY. 

Until two weeks ago Mamie McNamara 
was the pride of her parents, who keep a grocery 
store at 549 West Twenty-sixth-street. She was 
slim, dark-haired, and graceful, and was in the 
first class of Grammar School No. 33. Her 
father intended to send her to the Normal Col- 
lege and make a school teacher of her. She did 
much marketing for the store and was often 
trusted with large sums of money. 

On May 20 her mother discovered that $185 
kept in a place to which Mamie had access had 


disappeared. Mrs. McNamara went to the school 
and found Mamie dressed in a hat, a red jersey, 
and a silk skirt, which she did not have when she 
left home. Shecalmly said she knew nothing 
about the missing money, and declared that her 
new clothes had been given herby agirl to 
whom she was introduced a fortnight before. 
Then she made an excuse to leave the reception 
room for a minute, slipped out of the school, and 
disappeared. 

Yesterday Mamie, abashed andin tears, stood 
betore Justice O’Reilly. Her hair was cut short, 
her head was covered by a soft derby hat, and 
she was clad in well worn coat, vest, and panta- 
loons. By direction of the magistrate an agent 
of the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children took her into an examination room and 
heard her story. 

She related that the girl to whom she was in- 
troduced two weeks before was Lizzie or Annie 
Farley, who worked in a cigarette factory and 
lived with an aunt at Eighth-avenue and Twenty- 
fourth-street. One day the girl asked Mamie if 
she could get any money. She said she could, 
aud on May 19 stole the $185. 

When she left her father she went to the Far- 
ley girl’s house. That day they went together 
to a barber’s shop on Eighth-avenue and both 
had their hair cut short. Next aay the Farley 
girl induced Mamie to change clothes with her. 
Then the girl made an excuse to go out and 
Mamie soon discovered that she had carried 
away the stolen money, which was in the pocket 
of her dress. 

Mamie passed two days intears. Then she re- 
membered a friend, Lizzie Williams, in service 
in West Sixty-third-street. Going there she 
begged her to shelter her until she could get a 
situation. Lizzie kept her until last Thursday, 
when she gave her $3 and Mamie went back to 
the aunt of the Farley girl, and the woman 
offered her a suit of boy’s clothes. Mamie put 
them on, and on Fridey made her first appear- 
ance in the streets as a boy. She was 
not stared at or molested and took 
courage. Saturday she found a restaurant 
at Ninth-avenue, near Twenty-seventhb-street, 
where she ate her meals. When not there she 
Was roaming around the river front. On Mon- 
day, while in the restaurapt, a man who knew 
her, and who had been asked by her father to 
look out for her, saw the girl in the restaurant, 
He notitied her father and McNamara told the 
proprietor of the restaurant to detain the girl 
if she came again. Yesterday morning she 
dropped in for breakfast and just as she was 
leaving her father confronted her. 

Justice O'Reilly was satisfied that no harm 
had befallen the girl, but he remanded her to the 
care of the society pending confirmation of her 


story. Itis probable that her father will con- 
sent to her cOmmitment to an institution.

ILLEGAL STREET OBSTRUCTIONS. 

In vetoing a resolution granting a permit 
for the placing of a bulletin board on the outer 
edge of the sidewalk Mayor Hewitt yesterday 
read the Board of Aldermen the following lesson 
on street obstructions: 

**T am constrained to remind your honorable body 
that no power exists in the Common Council to grant 
permission to incumber the sidewalks with any 
structures whatever. If I were to sign this resolu- 
tion it would be null and void. If your honorable 


body shall see fit to pass it over my veto it will be 
equally nulland void. It will simply impose upon 
the Superintendent of Incumbrances an additional 
duty and upon the city the expense of removing the 
incumbrance. I cannot toostrongly urge upon your 


consideration the necessity of refraining from 
making these illegal grants, as they form the 
chief obstacle to the execution of the law in 
@ reasonable way, whereby the sidewalks and 
streets may be kept clear of obstritctions. I am 
aware that the law is violated in that respect in 
every part of the city, and even by the most re- 
spectable merchants, publishers, and associations. 


For example, an illegal Dulletin board is maintained 
in frontof the Young Men’s Christian Association 
iT wenty-third-street. On the same street, in front 
of the Eden Musée, sre unlawful and very objec- 


tionable obstructions. Wherever the citizen at- 
tempts to go in the streets he finds his progress im- 
peded by unlawtul impediments, which not only dis- 
fizure the city but interfere with every department 
of the City Government in the performance of its 
duties.”

A jury in the Supreme Court, Brooklyn,

City Railroad for $12,500, for the loss of John

MAMIE HOLLAND BURIED. 

Little Mamie Holland, who died at Mrs, 
Martin’s home, 93 Pineapple-street, Brooklyn, 
on Monday, from supposed insufficient nourish- 
ment, was buried yesterday in Potter’s Field. A 
physician who had been in atterdance gave @ 
certificate of death from rheumatism of the 
heart. 

The lady managers of the Home for Destitute 
Children, from which Mamie was taken, met 
yesterday in Grace Methodist Episcopal 
Chureh, Brooktyn, and expressed  indig- 
nation at the publicity given to the 
Holland case. They denied that the 220 chil- 
dren under their care were insufliciently fed, 
and produced a copy ef the billoffare for a 
week to prove it, By this it was shown that 
the children, whose ages averaged 84 years, 
had meat three or four times a week, soup fre- 
quently, and as much rice, corn bread, and 









wheat bread as they could eat.. The report of 
the Treasurer showed that. the association re- 
ceived last year $58,709 and expended $43,551.

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ANTI-BRIDGE ARGUMENTS. 
TRANSPORTATION INTERESTS WILL AP- 
PEAL TO THE GOVERNOR, 

The canal and steam boat people, as well 
as others interested in the transportation Sf 
freight on the Hudson River, are much exercised 
as to the probable action of Gov. Hill on the bill 
now in his hands which extends the charter of 


the Poughkeepsie Bridge Company until Jan. 1, 
1889. 


This measure, known as the Hoysradt bill, 
was introduced in the Senate last Winter and 
passed both houses—the Assembly by a major- 
ity of only one, On Friday Gov. Hill will give a 


hearing to the opponents of the measure. The 
Canalboat Owners’ Association and the New- 
York Produce Exchange have already trans- 
mitted resolutions to the Governor denouncing 
the bridge scheme. It is said that the Chamber 
of Commerce will do the same, and ata meeting 
of the Board of Trade and Transportation called 
for pe Flemenge o resolutions will be adopted 
and laid before the Governor on Friday. 

Among the chief enemies of the scheme for 
building a pier bridge across the Hudson is the 
towing interest. These people claim that such 
& bridge will increase the cost of grain trans- 
portation by from 4g to 4 cent per bushel and, 
divert a large amount of grain from New-York. 
They reason that with piers in the middle of the 
river it will be no longer possible to take 
large tows to and from New-York without 
danger of destruction. This danger will be 
greatly augmented during the heavy fogs which 
prevailat certain seasons. It is further claimea 
that the immense length of these tows would 
render passage between piers 500 feet apart 
dangerous at any time, buf most of all during 
a high wind. The average length of these tows, 
which are the means of bringing into New-York 
thousands of bushels of grain, is 1,980 feet, 
divided thus: Length of steamboat, 300 feet; 
hawsers, 600; tow, 1,080. There are usually 
six boats abreast, with a space of 10 feet be- 
tween each “ link.” 

On Saturday of this week the same parties are 
to have a hearing before the Attorney-General. 
They will endeavor to induce him to bring an 
action against the bridge company in the name 
of the State with a view to obtaining a perpetual 
injunction forever restraining the company 
from carrying out the provisions of its charter. 

The original scheme for a bridge across the 
Hudson was incorporated in a bill which became 
a law in 1871, and which called for the erection 
of a rn ange bridge. A year later the form of 
the bridge was modified by additional legisia- 
tion, which permitted the erection of @ 
bridge upon piers. The Hoysradt bill 
provides for the repeal of the seventh section of 
the original bill, and gives the company the 
right to erect a railroad bridge. The Pough- 
keepsie Bridge Company is under the control of 
@ Philadelphia syndicate, of which the head is 
W. W. Gibbs. It is hinted that the sudden death 
of the Storm King Bridge bill last Winter 
was owing to the fact that the Storm Kin 
Company, of which James W. Husted is Presi- 
dent, at that time succeeded in effecting an ad- 
vantageous * combine” with the syndicate con- 
trolling the Poughkeepsie company. 
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ELEVATED ROAD PLANS. 
ADOPTED, WITH CORRECTIONS, BY THE 
RAPID TRANSIT BOARD. 

At the meeting of the Rapid Transit Com- 
mission yesterday Julien T. Davies, counsel for 
the Manhattan Company, submitted construc- 
tion plans of the West and South street annexes. 
In its general character the structure will be 
like the Sixth-avenuse road, with the transverse 
girders. The average height of the track from 
the street will be 23 feet. The stations. will 
be in the middle, half way above and half way be- 
low the track, and will be 14 feet from the street. 


The structure will be connected with all the fer- 
ries by bridges 14 feet above the Street. From 
South Ferry to Coenties-slip four tracks will be 
allowed. There will be four tracks in pega f 
Park. They will comein on a level grade wit 
those already there. The loop will mg | @ sec- 
tion of the park about 260 by 50 feet. 6 esti- 
mated cost of the structure per mile is $600,000, 
and for rolling stock and equipments $150,000 
er mile additional. There are three and three- 
undredths miles in the new routes. 

8. 8 Terry, from the office of Everett P. 
Wheeler, counsel for the New-York Cable Com- 
pany, made several objections to the plans of 
the Manhattan Company. He thought their 
proposed spans would take up the greater part 
of West and South streetsand prevent any roads 
in future from being laid out there. Mr. Terry 
also suggested that the bridges connecting with 
ferries should be available to other com- 
panies on condition that they bore half 
the expense of their cost and wmainte- 
nance. By direction of President Anderson 
a clause placing these bridges under the control 
of the proper municipal authorities was inserted 
in the Manhattan Company’s report upon plans. 
The commission suggested a track walk of per- 
forated iron 3 feet wide, with hand rails along 
the new routes wherever necessary. The com- 
pany’s plans with these corrections were ap- 
proved. President Anderson instructed Mr. 
Worthen, the engineer of the commission, to pre- 
pare a clear statement, showing whether the 
loop at the Battery was absolutely necessary to 
transportation from river to river.
